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PREFACE. 


The  utility  of  Periodical  Publications,  their  general  power 
of  entertainment,  the  knowledge  which  has  been  diffused 
through  every  part  of  the  known  world  by  means  of  them, 
and  the  improvement  in  Arts,  Sciences,  Literature,  and  Civi¬ 
lization,  which  may  be  ascribed  to  them,  arc  so  universally 
known  and  felt,  that  it  would  be  waste  of  time  to  attempt 
to  prove  what  none  will  deny,  and  which  requires  but  the 
slightest  observation  to  ‘perceive.  It  would  not,  indeed, 
.be  an  unwarranted  presumption  to  assert,  that  in  the  va¬ 
rious  walks  of  Science  and  Literature,  more  general  know¬ 
ledge  has  been  conveyed  to  the  Public  by  this  mode  of 
communication,  than  through  any  other  channel  whatever. 
Much  of  the  improvements  of  the  present  times  may,  with¬ 
out  arrogance,  be  claimed  by .  the  influence  of  Literary 
Journals,  and  the  facility  with  which  they  are  disseminated. 

When  the  names  of  the  most  eminent  of  the  present  day 
pass  in  review  before  us,  which  of  them  can  be  pointed  but 
whose  owner  has  not,  at  some  period  of  his  literary  career, 
contributed  his  assistance  to  a  Periodical  Publication  ? 
Here  the  modest  and  unassuming  first  try  their  powers ; 
here  the  diffident  may  acquire  confidence;  the  inquisitive, 
information  ;  the  doubtful,  satisfaction ;  and  the  benevolent, 
the  opportunity  of  communicating  amusement  and  instruc¬ 
tion.

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WE  have  great  pleasure  in  present¬ 
ing  our  lieaders  with  a  Tortrait 
of  this  distinguished  Artist,  whose  ef¬ 
forts  have  done  so  much  credit  to  the 
arts,  and  whose  works  are  inferior  to 
none  of  the  present  day — an  assertion 
warranted  by  the  closest  eicainiuation, 
and  the  consequent  celebrity  they  have 
already  obtained. 

John  Bacon,  Esq.  F.  S.  A.  is  the 
second  son  of  the  late  John  Bacon,  Esq. 
H.A.*  (descended  from  the  Bacons  who 
for  many  generations  possessed  several 
considerable  domains  near  North  Fe- 
therton,inSomer8ctshire;  but  principally 
resided  on  the  estate  of  Mansel,  within 
two  miles  of  that  town,  now  the  residence 
of  General  Slade),  was  born  the  13th  of 
March,  1777,  in  Newman  street,  in  the 
house  which  he  now  possesses  and  re¬ 
sides  in,  and  was  educated  to  the  profes¬ 
sion  in  the  same  place,  under  the  imme- 
diaU^  tuition  of  his  late  respected  father 
and  predecessor  in  the  art,  who  put 
the  tool  so  early  in  his  hands,  that 
there  arc  now  in  various  parts  of  tlie 
kingdom  monumental  figures  executed 
completely  by  him  when  only  eleven, 
twelve,  and  thirteen  years  of  age.  At 
twelve  he  became  a  student  of  the 
lloval  Academy,  an  exhibitor  at  Hftecn, 
gained  their  silver  medal  at  sixteen, 
and  their  gold  one  at  seventeen — 
both  by  the  unanimous  roles  of  the 
members. 

Thus  early  initiated  into  the  art,  he 
was  able  at  twenty-two  to  take  upon

himself  the  sole  conduct  of.  the  very 
extensive  professioBal  concern  wbicLi 
devolved  upon  him  on  the  death  of  his 
father,  which  happened  the  7th  of  Au¬ 
gust,  1790.  Mr.  Bacon  inheriting  his 
father's  Christian  name  (though  his  se¬ 
cond  sou),  and  possessing  his  great  ta¬ 
lents,  he  was  enabled  to  secure  and  re¬ 
tain  all  his  present  extensive  public 
patronage,  he  having  executed  as  many 
public  and  private  works  since  the  de¬ 
cease  of  bis  father,  as  he  was  privi¬ 
leged  to  do  for  the  number  of  years  ht 
was  under  him. 

His  situation  has,  however,  been  in  one 
respect  peculiar,  never  having  been  taken 
as  it  were  by  the  hand,  by  any  great 
and  powerful  patron,  which  is  the  usual 
means  merit  is  supposed  to  make  its 
way.  He  has,  however,  secured  tha 
esteem  and  friendship  of  every  one  who 
has  employed  him ;  but  in  the  sensa 
generally  attached  to  the  term  Patron^ 
he  has  gone  on  in  life  without  any, 
which  is  naturally  accounted  for  from 
the  identical  circumstance  of  his  being 
already  established  witli  the  Iiest  of  all 
Patrom,  the  PUBLIC  APPHOBATION. 
Thus  situated,  and  possessing  many  cir¬ 
cumstantial  advantages  over  others,  ha 
has  invariably  acted  on  a  dilTerent  prin¬ 
ciple  from  most — not  that  we  suppose 
he  is  indinereiit  to  the  patronage  or 
notice  of  any  Gentleman— he  has,  how¬ 
ever,  depended  almost  entirely  upon 
making  a  general  appeal  to  the  taste 
and  opinion  of  his  country,  by  a  i;ra- 
luUouM  exhibition  of  his  larger  works, 
from  time  to  time,  as  be  thought  them 
of  sullicient  importance  to  meet  the 
public  eye.  This  plan,  we  believe,  wrae 
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Memoir  of  John  Bacon t  Etq.  F.S,A, 


never  before  adopted  in  the  *aiTic  way 
by  any  arti»t. 

Hit  brst  exhibition  of  this  nature 
wan  in  Ibe  year  l8v>S,  and  con>»i»led  of  a 
larjje  ^roupe»  in  honour  of  Uic  late 
blarquiii  (  ornwaJlifi,  which  lias  tinre 
been  erert(‘d  at  Calrutta.  The  next,  of 
any  preat  importance,  was  the  statue 
of  the  Kinp,  in  since  erected  in 

the  Hank  of  Ireland.  In  his  exhibition 
just  closed,  the  public  have  wilnesst'd 
a  more  extensive  display  of  sculpture 
than  was  perhaps  ever  known  in  the 
study  of  any  artist,  including  some 
considerable  public  works,  namely:^ 
^ir  John  Moore,  Generals  Craufordand 
Mackinnon,  Generals  Mackenzie  and 
|.on^wortli,  Marquisik's  Cornwallis  and 
Wellesley,  and  Captain  G.  N.  Hardinj^e; 
a  description  of  the  three  latter,  we 
have  subjoined  at  the  end  of  this  ar¬ 
ticle. 

The  following  are  among  the  prin¬ 
cipal  works  of  Mr.  Hacon  : — The  mo¬ 
numents  of  General  Duiidas,  Sir  William 
Jones's  statue,  and  Captain  Dun*;  in  St. 
Paul’s  Church,  Captains  Harvey  and 
Keith,  and  Captain  Cooke's  public  mo¬ 
nument  in  Wc8tminsU‘r-abl>cy,  and  an 
enuestrian  statue  of  King  W  illiam  the 
Tliird,  in  St.  Jame.s*s-s(}uarc,  &c.  &c. 
with  many  hundred  others,  larpe  and 
imall,  which  have  been  sent  to  dilferent 
parts  of  the  kingdom,  and  various  parts 
of  the  world. 

If  there  is  one  thing  more  than  ano- 
ilier,  which  might  add  to  Mr.  Ba¬ 
con’s  credit  in  the  art,  it  would  be  a 
relation  of  the  manner  in  which  he  has 
obtained  all  his  public  commissions; 
but  os  those  living  competitors  cannot 
be  further  alluded  to,  without  seeming 
to  detract  from  their  acknowledged  me- 
nt,  we  must  be  excused  from  stating 
it,  as  we  believe  he  has  too  high 
a  fcsjM'cl  for  the  character  and  talents 
of  many  of  the  artists  who  did  not 
chance  to  succeed  against  him,  to  be 
gratified  by  aiiy  advantage  so  obtained.

At  the  upper  part  of  the  composition, 
the  .Miunjiiis  is  represented  (MTupying  his 
seat,  a.s  governor-general  of  India.

victory, who,  in  return,  is  crowning  him 
with  a  wreath  of  laurel— the  usual  token 
of  honour. 

A  figure  of  Commerce,  on  the  oppo¬ 
site  side,  is  paying  a  just  trihnte  of 
di.stinction  to  the  viilnes  and  abilities 
of  the  .Marquis,  by  placing  a  cirenlar 
tablet  on  the  front  of  the  ptalestal,  hc.ar- 
ing  those  splendid  cli  iracteristics  which 
marked  his  l.ordsliip's  go\einiueiit, 
natiudy,  —  Wisilom,  Icnelration,  and 
Promptitude. 

.At  the  hack  of  the  pedestal,  is  the 
Bengal  Tiger,  rharaeterislic  of  liulia; 
and  the  British  Lion  grisping  the  stan¬ 
dards  of  Tippoo-!‘iiltaun,  taken  at  the 
storming  of  Seringapalam  ;  a  represent¬ 
ation  of  which  is  expressed  on  the  front 
of  the  pedestal.

In  the  centre  of  the  composition  is  a 
circular  pedestal,  on  which  the  sta¬ 
tue  of  his  Lordship  is  placed,  attired  in 
his  military  uniform  and  parliamentary 
robe,  in  tne  act  of  sheathing  his  sword, 
as  illustrative  of  the  pacific  principles 
by 'W  hich  he  was  actuated. 

On  the  right  side  of  the  pedestal  is  a 
figure  of  Wisdom,  known  by  the  book 
and  mirror  in  her*  right  hand ;  with  the 
additional  Asiatic  emblem  of  the  ele- 
hant’s  skin,  placed  on  the  head  of  the 
gurc. 

On  the  opposite  side  is  a  figure  of  In¬ 
tegrity,  marked  by  the  balance  in  her 
lett  hand  :  and  with  her  right  she  is 
pressing  to  her  breast  a  medallion  of 
the  King,  in  allusion  to  her  loyalty, 
wrhile  her  left  foot  is  tnmpliiig  on  the 
emblem  of  riclu*s,  expressive  of  his 
Lordship’s  disinterested  character. 

On  the  front  of  the  |K*destaI  is  a 
basso-relievo,  representing  the  tomb  of 
the  deceased  .Marquis,  at  the  foot  of 
which  is  a  weeping  seapoy,  attended  by 
the  Andarrrih,  the  Brahmin, and  the  Mus¬ 
sulman,  who  are  decorating  the  tomb 
with  laurel.

ESTRRDAY  evening;,  precisfly  at 
12  o’clock,  departed  (his  life, 

I  t»^rd  52,  a  personage  for  the  last  12 
1  luonths  well  known  lo  the  public,  from 
!  whom,  though  we  might  iiave  no  par- 
j  liciilar  eslteni  for  him,  yet  it  is  iinpos- 
!  iible  to  part  without  regret.  His  di^ 
i  solution  had  for  some  time  been 
fe  expected;  hut  visibly  decaying,  and 
generally  reckoned  weekly,  the  md  g(‘n- 
tleman  continued  active  and  vigorous 
to  the  la.>t,  and  tlien  went  otV  so  sud¬ 
denly  as  to  leave  il  in  doubt  whether  he 
had  actually  expired  or  not.  For  seve¬ 
ral  months  he  had  shewn  symptoms  of 
his  end  ;  but  many  of  his  friends  know¬ 
ing  tiie  constitution  of  his  faimly,  rea¬ 
dily  prognosticated  his  departure'  to  a 
moment.  Indeed  the  deceased  himself 
seemed  conscious  that  his  time  drew 
nigh  ;  for  not  many  days  before  it  ar¬ 
rived,  he  gave  a  feast  to  all  his  neigh¬ 
bours,  which  was  universally  considered 
a  farewell ;  but  notwilhstunding  the 
occasion  of  their  meeting,  the  guests 
were  generally  as  merry  as  can  be  ima- 
B  giiu^,  and  even  in  the  presence  of  their 
hospitable  entertainment,  remarked  the 
gradual  approach  of  his  departure,  and 
drank  to  the  happy  arriv  al  of  his  suc- 
ci'ssor.  This  seemed  a  little  indelicate, 
and  ungrateful ;  but  it  was  observed  to 
be  no  other  conduct  than  is  usually 
practised  at  the  demise  and  accession 
even  of  sovereigns.  'I'he  deceased  .sprung 
from  a  very  ancient  family,  the  lineal  de¬ 
scendant  of  upwards  of five  thousand  eight 
hundred  and  nineteen  progenitors^  whose 
ages  are  exactly  known  and  recorded  in 
every  iiaiioii  of  Christendom;  so  that 
his  genealogy,  though  not  likeCadwalla- 
der's,  older  than  the  nation,  was  as  old. 
He  followed  their  example  in  a  most 
regular  distribution  of  his  time,  which 
he  ivided  into  twelve  portions,  and 
these  into  about  Uiirty  ;  the  latter  into 
twenty-four,  and  these  again  into  sixty. 
This  punctuality  was  of  great  service  lo 
**  himself,  and  lo  all  who  transacted  hiisi- 
ne.s.H  with  him.  it  is  a  remarkable  pe- 
culiarily  in  this  family,  that  they  sur- 
<  •  ceed  to  his  inlierihiiice  without  any 
minority,  and  in  full  (possession  of  their 
I:  powers.  Rut  this  delicacy  is  observed,

In  the  xiiith  chapter  of  Proverbs, 
verse  the  l^th,  we  find,  “  Hope  de¬ 
ferred  maketh  the  heart  sick.”— This 
thought,  ill  almost  the  same  language, 
is  introduced  by  Sterne  into  his  beauti¬ 
ful  nicture  of  the  “  Captive.” — “  1  be- 
helu  his  body  half  wasted  away  with 
long  expectation  and  confinement; 
and  felt  what  kind  of  sickness  of  the 
heart  it  was  that  rises  from  hope  de- 
ferred."  We  may,  therefore,  conclude 
that  he  had  this  passage  iii  his  view 
whilst  he  was  writing  it. 


At  the  battle  of  Dcttingcn,  one  of  our 
most  esteemed  regiments  gave  way  on 
the  first  onset  of  the  enemy,  and  every 
man  retired  with  no  small  precipitation, 
a  black  trumpeter  excepted,  who  kept 
blowing  his  trumpet  until  he  was  sur¬ 
rounded  by  the  enemy  and  taken.  Af¬ 
ter  an  exchange  of  prisoners,  he  returned 
to  Fngland,  where  he  was  .so  imich  no- 
ticiHl,  that  the  ]>roprietors  of  both  thea¬ 
tres  gave  him  each  a  free  benefiL  The 
s.Tme  regiment  and  the  same  black  hero 
exhibited  at  Fontenoy :  the  former  re¬ 
gained  their  honour  hv  nsloni.shing  acts 
of  bravery,  the  latter,  in  the  height  of 
the  engagement,  turned  his  while  steed 
suddenly,  and  left  the  field. 

Being  afterwards,  before  a  court  inar- 
ti.il,  desired  to  .Tcconnt  for  a  behaviour 
so  very  difl’ereiit  from  that  which  gained 
him  so  much  applause,  he  replied, — 
Heproach  had  made  thim  desjierate, 
which,  at  that  time  (meaning  the  lime 
of  engagement}  was  not  his  ca.s<*. 

How  far  his  reply  may  he  just  wo  do 
not  say,  but  his  conduct  agreed  with  the 
general  opinion— that  few  men,  however

I.  drawn  from  the  aketch  ^iven  in 
the  ScoTii  CMRONirLE^T-and  our  bard 
ha«  added  the  richest  colouring,  that 
fancy  could  suggest,  to  the  deliiiea* 
lion. 

The  introduction  of  the  lady  reading 
a  letter,  comniiinicatiiig  Macbeth's  ad- 
Tenture  with  the  witches,  is  a  most  ex¬ 
cellent  idea  — as,  by  its  operations  on  her 
passions,  it  gradually  developes to  us  her 
real  sentiments,'  and  the  unparalleled 
strength  other  mind. 

As  our  author  certainly  intended— 
•he  contemns  the  superstition  of  her 
husband,  and  consequently  treats  ihfi 
first  part  of  his  intellig'MU'c,  respecting 
the  Weird  J'isters,  willi  disregard— in¬ 
deed,  with  marked  contempt !  And  par¬ 
ticularly  that  passage  wherein  he  in¬ 
forms  her,  that  he  uiiderstinds  they 
base  more  than  mortal  kiiowiedge  in 
tliem. — When  informed  that  they  made 
themselves — aih— she  appears  to  doubt 
tlie  reality  of  the  word;— and  so  far 
from  expressing  surprise,  she  disbelieves 
it  altogether  :  —  but,  on  learning  tlie 
king's  missives  hailed  him  I'm  ink  of 
C  4  WDoa  !  ainl  tint  the  witcln^s  had  pre¬ 
viously  salutt'd  him  by  that  title, — sur¬ 
prise,  intermingled  with  the  pleasure 
this  acquisition  of  honour  gives  her, 
naturallv  tikes  possession  of  Tier  whole 
•oul : — here  then,  we  have  a  right  to 
suppose,  her  scepticism  is  staggered, 
if  not  wholly  overcome. 

Shakespear  shews  by  this  how  apt  the 
most  rigid  scepticks  are,  secreZ/v,  to 
place  a  confidence  in  whatever  is  pre¬ 
dicted  for  their  good. — In  the  character 
before  us  this  frail  disposition  of  our 
nature  is  fully  exemplified  ;  for,  on 
further  learning  that  the  witches  hailed 
Macbeth  by  Uui  exalted  title  of  Kino  I 
slic  gives  way  to  the  most  extravagant 
exultation— a  strong  proof  of  her  firm 
belief  in  their  prophecies— her  agita¬ 
tion,  indeed,  is  so  great,  that  she  scarce 
allows  herself  time  to  come  to  the  con¬ 
clusion  of  the  letter  before  she  gives  her 
fiat  in  favour  of  the  prediction,  by 
affirming  positively  that  he — “  siiaci. 
be  what  he  is  proiiiised  !”  and,  “  with¬ 
out  remorse  or  dread,”  iii«tact1^  deter¬ 
mines  on  thb  readiest  means  of  liis  being 
•o.’

This  castle  hath  a  pleasant  sitCy 

From  the  very  accurate  description 
here  given  of  the  dclighful  situation  of 
Macbeth's  castle,  at  Inverness,  it  is  evi¬ 
dent  that  Shakespear  had  visited  the 
spot — indeed,  so  truly  correct  is  he  with 
res}>ect  to  situations,  distances,  &t. 
throughout  the  play,  that  there  can  be 
no  doubt  of  his  having  made  a  tour 
through  the  several  districU  named.  . 

The  late  Mr.  Stevens  has  a  note, 
wherein  he  says,  that  Dr.  Johnson,  on 
his  route  from  Edinburgh  to  the  Western 
highlands,  saw  the  ruins  of  Cm /flier  Cas¬ 
tle,  which,  he  asserts,  is  wliat  gave  title 
to  the  Thane  of  Cawdor  ! 

These  ruins  arc  twelve  miles  from 
Edinburgh,  on  the  south  road  to  Glas¬ 
gow — but  in  respi'ct  to  this  castle  having 
given  title  to  the  Thanes  of  Cawdor, 
the  doctor  must  certainly  have  been 
misinfonned. — Cawdor  Castle  is  in  the 
North  HighLmds,  and  is  situated  about 
IweHre  or  fourteen  miles  N.R.  from 
Jurernesty  and  not  far  from  the  road 
leading  from  thence  to  Fores. — In  a 
ruinous  apartment  of  this  ancient  castle, 
amongst  other  curious  articles,  is  a  rude 
and  cumbersome  bedsteady  of  great 
antiquity,  which,  as  tradition  has  it, 
is  the  identical  one  on  which  Kivo 
Duncan  was  murdered,  and  removed 
from  Inverness  soon  after  that  event. 

^It  is  somewhat  remarkable,  that  Mac- 
nstn's  Castlr  and  tlie  contiguous  do^ 
wains  were  the  first  possessions  which 
the  ancestors  of  f^ord  Lovat  had  in  the 
vicinity  of  Inverness.

crown. —Her EASTRR  he  regards  not, 
nor  fears  the  consequence  of  what  may 
happen  beyond  the  grave — the  meaning, 
therefore,  appears  to  be— that  if  he 
were  assured  the  bare  act  of  murdering 
the  king  would  completely  help  him 
to  the  crown,  and  that  without  investi¬ 
gation  or  other  hindrance,  it  would  be 
well  to  have  it  done  instantly  ! — but  he 
dreads,  and  Justly  so,  that  the  whole 
kingdom  will  rouse  itself  on  the  fall  of 
so  good  and  virtuous  a  king  as  Ddn- 
can! — And  he  is  likewise  aware  that 
Duncan  has  sons  (who  have  claims  to 
the  crown  prior  to  his),  whom  the  no¬ 
bles  are  hound  to  protect. — The  reading 
of  this  passage  undoubtedly  should  be 
thus —

1  n  one  of  the  courts  of  the  hall  the 
inagixliiit'!»  were  attending  to  the  charges 
of  two  men,  placed  oppsisile  to  each  other 
at  the  extreme  ends  of  the  room,  who 
were  urging  allerntilely  with  great  anir 
raation  and  vehcmcuce,  the  Justice  of 
the  court  against  each  other.  We  were 
not,  at'lbu  time,  sulEciently  mtimate 


with  the  provincial  pronunciation  of  the  t 
French  language, to  comprehend  much  of  ■ 
the  matter  of  thi'ir  orations,  but  under-  j 
stood  enough  to  perceive  that  they  were  1 
interwoven  with  the  usual  vulgar  ac-  l 
companiments  of  “  says  1”  and  “  says 
he."  How  this  important  cause  was  de-  ■ 
cided  1  know  nut;  but,  if  an  opinion 
might  lie  formed  from  the  gravity  and  ! 
apparent  attention  of  the  magistrates,  I 
should  conceive  that  justice  was  rigidly 
administered. 

In  retiring  from  this  place,  we  were 
arrested  on  me  stairs  by  a  miserable  ob¬ 
ject,  who  seemed  anxious  to  address  us. 

As  his  tout  ensroihfe  was  that  of  an  half- 
famisluMl  French  mendicant,  wc  were 
not  a  little  surprised  and  mortified  to 
find  ourselves  iipoken  to  in  our  own 
language.  Nor  was  this  mortificutioii 
lessened  by  the  discovery,  that  he  was 
an  Irish  deserter  who  had  been  serving 
ill  the  “  grand  army."  lie  complained 
bitterly  ot  the  insult  and  want  to  which 
he  had*  been  exjiosed ;  and  expressed  his 
desire  to  return  home,  from  which  he 
was  deterred  by  fear  of  the  punishment 
due  to  those  who  forfeit  their  alle¬ 
giance.  With  nothing  of  the  Hiber¬ 
nian  but  tlic  brogue,  and  even  that 
conceived  in  accents  of  the  most  ab¬ 
ject  servility,  I  blushed  for  tlie  degra¬ 
dation  of  the  Irish  character,  and  was 
glad  to  dismiss  him  with  a  piece  of 
money  which  he  accepted  with  all  the 
cringing  gratitude  of  a  native  French¬ 
man. 

’rhis  day  wc  dined  at  the  one  o’clock 
ordinary  of  our  host,  and  in  the  aftiT- 
Roon  went  into  a  w  retched  room  in  the 
square  called  a  cafe  (coffeehouse), 
where  a  few  French  officers  were  read¬ 
ing  the  newspapers  or  playing  at  cards 
over  a  small  cup  of  coH’ce.  The  even¬ 
ing  we  devotinl  to  visiting  the  walks  of 
the  neighbourhood,  among  which  I  must 
not  forget  to  notice  a  gariTen  which  they 
call  “  fCauxhaV^*'  where  amusements 
are  occasionally  given  in  a  very  inferior 
and  diminutive  style.  The  tone  of  their 
hills  of  cntertainineiit,  however,  would 
lend  one  to  expect  great  things,  as  may 
he  |>erceived  from  the  following,  which 
was  circulated  while  we  were  at  Calais :

The  next  morning  (Aug.  13.)  we  were 
surprised  on  entering  the  market-placo 
to  find  it  covered  with  stalls,  and  crowd¬ 
ed  with  people  (principally  women), 
aDcr  the  manner  of*  our  fairs,  in  this 
place  we  spent  the  greater  part  of  tho 
day,  amusing  ourselves  with  the  strange 
scenes  it  presented.  The  market  was 
well  stocked,  and  arranged  in  the  neat¬ 
est  order.  In  the  course  of  the  morn¬ 
ing  we  ascended  the  tt)werofthe  Hotel 
de  Ville,  from  whence  wc  enjoyed  n 
coup  d’ceil  of  this  lively  spectacle ;  and, 
of  all  the  scenes  wc  witnesM^d  in  France, 
1  do  not  recollect  any  that  excited 
greater  pleasure.  To  have  in  one  ex¬ 
tensive  view,  rows  of  women  neatly  ha¬ 
bited,  extremely  clean,  and  distinguish¬ 
ed  by  white  caps ; — to  behold  in  one 
spot  a  collection  of  extravagant  and 
grotesque  figures  aaseniblcd  together  by 
the  trum])et  of  an  itinerant  fortune¬ 
teller,  who,  in  a  long  and  (miniated 
oration  discovers  to  his  gaping  audience 
the  peculiar  pro(>erties  of  a  Tittle  book 
which  he  is  disposed  to  sell  for  the  trifling 
sum  of  deux  sous ; — and  to  witness  tho 
eagerness  and  bustle  naturally  incident 
to  such  a  scene,  could  not  fail  to  in¬ 
terest  us  in  no  small  degree.  Ou  de¬ 
scending.  wc  traversed  the  market,  en¬ 
quiring  the  prices  and  examining  tho 
various  articles  exposed  for  sale;  and 
it  is  due  to  the  credit  of  the  dealers 
tliat.  though  we  did  not  appear  to  ask 
for  the  purpose  of  purchasing,  yet  they 
never  failed  to  answer  us  with  civility 
and  good  humour.  The  prices  of  somo 
things  were  as  follow :

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Though  ihete  prices  arc  certainly  low 
sihen  compared  with  what  is  paid  for 
such  articles  of  coiisuniption  in  Kur¬ 
land  i  yet,  it  must  be  recollected  that 
the  |)oultry  is  not  by  any  means  so  ^ood 
as  with  us;  and  with  respect  to  the 
meat,  it  must,  also, 'he  ncKnowUHl^ed 
that  it  bears  no  kind  of  comparison 
with  our  own.  The  beet'  is  small  but 
tender,— 'Veal  poor,  tasteless,  and  in- 
fiatird  mutton  lean,  but  savory.  This 
description  of  tiie  oiiality  of  French 
food  will  hold  «;oou  tlirou^hout  the 
country.  As,  however,  these  meats  are 
bought  by  weight  and  used  principally 
for  soups,  tiiese  objections  are  unim¬ 
portant. 

I  have  mentioned  above,  that  an 
itinerant  fortune-teller  had  collected  a 
{(rent  crowd  around  him,  and  the  cir¬ 
cumstance  hrin^^s  to  my  mind  a  con¬ 
versation  1  had  with  a  very  decent  and 
f^ood-tempered  woman  who  hud  pur¬ 
chased  one  of  his  wonderful  hooks.  She 
had  retired  from  the  still  for  the  pur¬ 
pose,  1  presume,  of  examining  her  pur¬ 
chase  and  exploring  her  destiny,  when 
•he  perceived  that  I  wa.s  observing  her. 
The  Irook  was  instantly  conceah'd  in  her 
bosom,  and  she  sei'med  to  have  a  slight 
sense  of  shame  on  bein|^  discovered  by 
aiiF.ii^lishman,  to  be  so  curious  about  her 
fortune  at  her  time  of  life  (suppose  about 
40.)  Nor  was  this  confusion  diminished 
when  1  ri'quested  to  btr  indulged  with 
a  si^ht  of  the  precious  book  site  had  so 
carefully  see  ret  t*d.  ■  AlltT  a  momeut's 
hesitation,  she  put  it  into  my  hands  with 
a  smile.  1  found  that  it  professed,  as 
usual,  to  opi'ii  the  book  of  fate  to  all 
en(|uirers,  whom  itqualifiiMl  to  examine 
fur  themselves  by  explainini;  the  lines  in 
their  hands;  or  the  moles  on  their 
bodies.  When  I  had  sufficiently  satis- 
hed  my  curiosity,  1  shut  it  for  the  pur¬ 
pose  of  returning  it,  but  was  surprised 
to  find  myself  surrounded  by  a  number 
of  other  womeu,  principally  yoiiii^,  who 
were  waitiu|;  with  anxiety  to  hear  tlic 
remarks  which  Mons.  I/An^lois  mi^ht 
make.  '  “  I  perceive,”  said  I,  “  that 
this  hook  will  Udl  vour  fortune,”  She 
replied  with  a  smile  **  Oui  .Monsieur.” 
“  But,”  1  returned,  “  you  arc  married, 
arc  you  not  ?  ”  Oui,  Mons.”  “  Then 

your  fortune  is  already  determined.” 
No  an.swer  was  returned  to  this  obser¬ 
vation  which  occasioned  a.lau^h  among 
my  fair  auditory.  But,”.l  continued, 
“.you  have  some  daughters?”  “Oui, 
Mons.”  >  “  Then  it  will  do  fur  them,— 
fuid  who  cau  UU  ?— perhaps, the  book 


of  fate  may  have  assigned  to  one  of 
them  an  English  hiisbaiKl! — Should  you 
have  any  objection?”  “  None  wnat- 
ever,  5*ir.”  “  (>ood,  good,”  said  I,” 

“  the  very  thing  1  want. — What  say  you 
to  me  for  a  son-in-law?”  “  Oh,  Sir,  I 
should  think  myself  highly  honourecl.” 
“  Well,”  1  replied,  “  whenever  the  an- 
pointed  time  arrives,  lam  ready; — do 
you  prepare  your  daughter  for  such  an 
extraordinary  event,  and  we  will  all 
he  happy.” 

.^fter  amusing  myself  with  this  inno¬ 
cent  tritling,  I  walki'd  to  the  harbour, 
where  the  agreeable  sensations' it  in¬ 
spired  were  destroyed  by  a  scene  of  a  far 
dilVerenl  nature.  .My  attention  w.is 
caught  by  a  crowd  of  persons,  chiefly 
sailors,  who  were  playing  at  a  game 
which  in  England  is  vulgarly  called 
rock  shi/.  -With  us,  however,  a  snufl- 
box,  a  slice  of  ^ingcr-bt^d,  or  a  penny- 
piece  will  suffice;  buVwere,  nothing 
would  answer  the  purpose  but  a  //>e 
rocky  which  was  lied  to  the  top  of  a 
pide  about  six  f(*et  long,  as  a  mark  for 
those  who  wen*  dextrous  at  throwing 
stones  from  a  given  distance,  viz.  about 
eight  or  ten  feet.  In  tliis  br’jtal  sport, 
a  number  of  persons  were  aclivelv  en¬ 
gaged,  while  a  shout  of  exultation  burst 
from  the  spectators  every  lime  the  poor 
bird  was  wounded.,,  How  long  these 
dcvoUnl  bi|>eds  can  exist  under  such  tor¬ 
tures  I  cannot  tel),  but  from  the  bipod 
which  coven  d  tJie  one  I  had  the  misery 
for  a  moment  to  behold,  I  should  think 
not  iiiaiiy  minutes,  1  forlx'ar  to  re¬ 
mark  upon  the  eflfects  which  such 
amusements  inust  have  upon  the  lower 
classes  of  society,  as  we  can  ea.sily 
imagine  them;  but,  1  will  venture  to 
assert,  that  those  who  can  w.antonly 
torment  any  animal,  will  with  equal 
plensiire  exult  in  the  miserie..s  of  their 
fellow-creatures.  I  low  far  thi.s  obser¬ 
vation  is  applicable  to  the  peoidc  of 
France,  may  be  inferred  from  the  in- 
ditTerencc  with  which  they  contemplate 
calamity,  and  from  the  anxiety  they 
now  manifest  to  revive  with  encreaseil 
energy,  the  infiTnal  slave-trade. 

.\l  length,  tO'Onr  infinite, joy,  the 
lime  arrived  when  we  were  to  depart 
for  Paris.'  After  settling  with  our  host, 
and  furnishing  ourselves  with  a  letter  of- 
recommendation  from  him  to  his  bro¬ 
ther,  who  keeps  tlie  lioicl  de  f.ondrcSy 
at  rai‘i5,  wc  mounli'd  tlic  diligence, 
two  of  us  inside, "atid  the  other*  lf\o  rn 
tllL*  cabriolet,  w-liich  was  permitied  till 
wc  \Vcrc  to  arn\x)  at  Boulogne, ,  where* 
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if  the  j^rnlleraan  wliov»  place  was  taken 
in  tlic  latter,  was  ready  to  occupy  it, 
one  ot*  our  party  w:is  to  turn  out  and 
keep  company  with  the  ilUteinperial 
cuutluclcur  in  the  ewi/z^riVi/e. 

.  Oo  surveying  our  company,  we  found 
it  to  consist,  besitle  ourselves,  of  an 
old  refugee,  afflicted  wth  the  palsy,  who 
had  been  valet  dc  chainbre  to  Louis 
XVlll.  in  England;  two  aged  French 
women,  who  were  returning  from  Lon¬ 
don;— and  an  Fmglish  lady  married  to 
a  Frenchman,  vihom  she  was  going  to 
meet  at  Paris. 

Accustomed  to  this  kind  of  travel¬ 
ling,  the  three  former  contrived  to 
seizes  upon  the  back  seats,  while  the 
simple  Anglois  were  fain  to  conUmt 
themselves  with  riding  in  front. 

Behold  us  then,  ail  ready  to  start — 
postillion  •  seated — his  imik*  lighted  —all 
clear— the  word  is  given— the  whip  is 
cracked— and  otT  we  set— slap  dash 
through  thick  and  thin  — raiding  over 
the  stones,  and  shaking  every  bone  in 
one’s  body  nearly  out  of  its  socket.  As 
soon  as  we  recovered  ourselves  from 
the  apprehensions  which  a  first  eiilr.incc 
into  one  of  these  vehicles  never  fails  to 
excite,’  wef  began  to  prepare  tuirscUes 
for  the  production  of  our  passports  at 
the  h;irriers  of  tlic  town,  hut  to  our 
surprise  none  were  de  manded  ;  nor  did 
wc  once  have  occasion  to  exhibit  them 
during  th  journey. 

The  road  from  Calais  to  Boulogne  is 
very  bare  of  wood,  but  not  an  ineh  of 
ground  is  to  be  seen  uncultivatvol.  It 
IS  also  very  hilly,  a  circumstance  which 
considerably  retards  the  diligence,  as 
the  horses  are  always  permitted  to  walk 
very  slowly  up  every  acclivity.  Indeed 
the  care  that  is  taken  of  these  animals 
in  France  is  exceedingly  cn*ditable  to 
tlicir  drivers ;  for,  diough  the  cracking 
of  a  postillion’s  whip  may  be  heard  a 
f]uarter  of  a  mile  disLini,  y  et  it  seldom 
or  ever  lights  upon  his  beast,  ns  tliat 
man  is  considered  a  very  inferior  whip 
who  cannot  suiniiion  out  a  whole  vil¬ 
lage  by  his  skill  in  this  .art. 

The  F.itglish  travelier.  is  very  soon 
struck  with  the  excellence  of  this  high 
road  to  Paris.  It  is  nearly  strait  all  the 
way;  — is  at  least  three  times  .as  broad 
as  those  of  England «  and  generally 
paved  ill  the  middle.  Those  who  visited 
France  under  the  old  regme,  will  be 
astonished  at  the  improvements  the 
roads  have  undergone  during  the  active 
reign  of  flie  late  emperor.  lie  appears 
to  have  well  studied  the  importance  and 
LXVll.  Jan,  1815. 


necessity  of  a  good  road  for  the  conve¬ 
nience  of  the  military,  and  dispatch  of 
business. 

About  one  o’clock  we  arriveil  at  Bou¬ 
logne,  where  we  had  to  change  horm  s, 
and  wait  about  an  hour  and  an  half  for 
two  more  passengers,  one  lor  the  inside 
and  the  other  for  the  cahrivtit ;  of 
course  it  became  nect'ssary  for  one  of 
us  to  ascend  the  rmp^r//i/e,  extHistol  to 
Uie  cooling  eflects  of  a  In^avy  rain, 
which, continued  till  the  inuldle  of  the 
day  on  which  we  were  now’  entcrtaL 
Notwithstanding  this,  it  waseutert’iiniiig 
to  observe  the  nonrhaiance  of  our  pos- 
iilliuiis,  who  appeared  to  take  little  <»r 
no  |)rec.autions  against  the  soaking  drops 
which  continued  alinusl  uninterruptedly 
to  descend.  They  generally  had  a  short 
pipe  in  their  mouths,  which  the  rain 
would  occasionally  extinguish.  Tuder 
such  circumstanc(‘s,  Uiev  made  no 
scruple  of  slopping  the  diligence  for 
the  nurposc  of  striking  a  light  and  rc- 
kifuiling  the  favourite  embers. 

F-arly  in  the  morning  wc  arrived  at 
Monlreuil  sur  Mcr,  where  wc  break¬ 
fasted.  The  approach  to  this  town,  which 
is  situated  on  a  high  hill,  is  interest¬ 
ing.  A  small  river  runs  beneath,  on 
the  banks  of  which  a  few  cottages  af¬ 
ford  to  the  scene  tn  air  of  rustic  hap¬ 
piness  and  serenity.  Moiitreuil  being  a 
fortified  town,  it  is  necessary  to  pass  3 
draw- bridges.  One  part  of  it  is  situated 
so  high  above  the  other,  that  after  we 
hml  crossed  these  bridges  it  was  a  very 
considerable  time  before  wc  could  reach 
the  summit,  ou  which  the  aub^rge  was 
situated,  .^fter  satisfying  the  cravings 
of  nature  at  this  place,  where  wa*  found 
numbers  of  our  countrymen,  who  were 
tM>stiiig  to  and  from  Paris,  wc  again 
ascended  the  diligence. 

It  was  Sunday  .  Of  this  wc  were  only 
reminded  by  occasionally  observing  in 
the  many  villages  through  which  we 
travelled,  groups  of  peasants  walking 
or  playing  together  in  their  holyday 
clothes;  lor  though  we  pnss4>d  many 
churches,  I  do  not  remember  to  have 
once  heard  a  hell  tolling  for  pravers. 

On  leaving  this  town,  wc  oliservcd 
that  the  road  was  freq^ucntly  lined  with 
fruit  tree's,  such  as  apple  aiiu  pear  trees, 
&c.  This  part  of  Normandy  appears  to 
be  in  a  very  hi^h  state  of  cultivation, 
which,  I  am  informed,  is  not  peculiar  to 
this  province,  Imt  that  the  whole  of 
France  hears  erfiial  testimony  to  ttie 
industry  of  its  iiihahitants.  Extensive 
fields  of  corn  (which  are  not  div idl'd  as 
1) 
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with  u«b>’  hcd^  or  ditihc!*)^ — bcauti- 
iul  viiir.^urdfti — well-Mockc'il  orchards  i 
— and  !r«rgc  ^dantalions,  are  the  cha- 
racterUtics  ut  Uiis  road :  and  when  to 
these  we  add  rivuIeU,  hills,  vales,  vil- 
lagc»,  chateaus,  and  gardens,  it  will 
re;uJiiy  be  iina^iiu'd  tJi.il  it  alioiinds 
with  varied  and  hi{;hl)  picturesque 
sceiicr). 

We  dined  this  day  at  Abbeville,  and 
were  surpri.<krd  on  alij^htin*;  at  the  inn 
» to  find  centinels  posted  at  Uie  j^atf'wny, 
but  soon  understood  that  some  parent 
j^nerul  had  Just  stop|»od  there,  while 
on  a  journey;  in  conse<|uencc  of  which 
it  was  some  time  before  we  eoiild  obtain 
the  attention  of  our  host,  as  tlie  great 
man  stained  to  monopolize  all  the  at¬ 
tendants. 

At  Uiis  place  wc  saw,  for  the  first 
lime,  those  enormous  jack-boots  to 
which  Sterne  has  alluded  in  his  “  Sen¬ 
timental  Journey  and  really,  a  more 
ludicrous  figure  than  La  Fleur  c(piip}H'd 
in  these  ponderous  machines,  can  scarce¬ 
ly  be  conceived.  They  are  so  large, 
that  he  does  not  find  it  necessary  to  dis- 
incumber  himself  of  his  shoes  or  hAots, 
but  puls  all  in  together.  When  I  add 
that,  besides  their  bulk,  they  arc  bound 
with  iron  hoops,  and  linen  with  wool, 
straw,  and  rags,  they  cannot  be  thought 
to  weigh  less  than  thirty  tM>uiids  each. 
Hence  the  srearer  always  q^uils  them  the 
instant  he  alights  from  his  horse,  as  it 
is  morally  impossible  to  walk  in  them 
many  paces.  That  a  contrivance  so  ex¬ 
travagant  and  ridiculous  should  still  lie 
continued,  atfords  another  proof  of  the 
many  degrees  they  arc  still  behind  us  in 
the  coiiveiiiencies  of  travelling. 

In  the  neighbourhood  of  the  capital, 
these  postillions  are  generally  furnished 
with  a  kind  of  dirty  tawdry  livery, 
added  to  a  well-powdered  pate  dressed 
m  quruo,  insomuch  that  the  ludicrous 
cfTecl  is  not  a  little  heightened. 

This  evening,  as  tne  diligence  was 
gently  ascending  a  long  hill,  we  were 
surrounded,  as  usual,  by  a  groiipe  of 
beggars,  particularly  gi^s.  .'*cnie  of 
the  Tatter  threw  nuts  into  the  cabriolet^ 
and,  on  our  manifesting  a  dis|M>sition  to 
talk,  joke,  and  be  pleased,  quitted  the 
mournful  tone,  and  became  quite  en¬ 
tertaining.  One  of  the  oldest  of  theai, 
a  fine  strong  lass  with  lilack  hair  and 
dark  eyes,  was  reinarkablv  facetious. 
Love  was  the  burden  of  her  song,  a 
theme  which  so  eotertained  our  young 
and  spruce  {lostiirion  that  he  suddenly 
talwHad  from  hii  horta  and  ardently  sa¬ 


luted  her,  to  our  amusement,  and  her 
no  small  gratification.  So  much  were 
these  girls  pleased  with  our  company, 
that  they  continued  running  by  the  sidt 
of  lht‘  carriage  for  upwards  of  two  inlles, 
which  favour  we  acknowledged  by  a 
liberal  donation. 

The  next  morning  we  breakfiisted 
at  the  small  town  of  Beauvais.  Wo 
now  began  to  approach  the  capital,  of 
which  several  circumstances  contributed 
to  advertise  us ;  such  as  a  greater  num¬ 
ber  of  chntfduB  than  we  had  hitherto 
•  seen; — villages  nearer  together;  —  but 
above  ail,  many  carts  full  of  cattle  for 
thi^  market  on  the  following  day.  i 
remark (d  that  the  c^alvrs  were  not  car¬ 
ried,  ns  in  P.ngland,  in  carts,  whert 
they. are  |>onnitted  to  stand,  but  are 
laid  on  their  hacks  upon  each  other, 
with  their  heads  hanging  over  Uie  sides 
of  the  earl  in  a^v  ery  uukwnrd  and  cruel 
manner.  1  took  the  oppttrhinily  of  oh- 
stTving  to  a  fanner  wlio  had  a  cargo  of 
cattle  thus  stowed,  that  our  method, 
which  I  descrilMHl  to  him,  was  a  much 
bi’tter  one.  But  he  did  not  siM‘m  to 
think  so,  and,  at  any  rate  *  that  was 
their  way.* 

The  road  was  now  well  lined  with 
double  rows  of  trees,  and  the  villages  and 
towns  were  better  inhabited,  and  wore 
.a  genteelcr  aspect.  Long  before  we  en¬ 
tered  the  ancient  town  of  St.  Denis,  the 
domes  and  steeples  of  Baris  began  to 
arise  ill  our  view  and  increase  in  iiuin- 
ber,  so  that  wc  thought  ourselves  within 
a  mile  or  two  of  the  city,  though  in 
fact,  it  was  ai  the  least  ten  miles  distant 
This  is  one  of  the  inconveniences  of  a 
strait  road. 

As  this  was  a  holy  day,  we  found  St. 
Denis  pretty  full  of  citizens  from  Haris, 
who  were  assembling  with  their  families 
for  a  kind  of  merry-making.  1  lament 
that  we  had  not  an  opportunity  of 
visiting  the  venerable'  and  celebrated 
abbt*y  of  this  town,  where  the  bones  of 
the  Bourbon  kings  reposed,  for  so  many 
centuries,  in  unmolested  awe,  till  they 
were  disturbed  by  the  barbarous  and 
infuriated  scns-culottcs  of  the  revo¬ 
lution. 

■  From  this  town  to  the  metropolis  the 
road  was  crowded  with  equestrians,  oaj- 
turrs  of  all  descriptions,  and  more 
humble  pedestrians.  On  the  right  ap¬ 
peared  the  naked  hill  of  MootMartre, 
which  is  only  indebted  for  its  celebrity 
to  the  battle  which  so  lately  determined 
the  fate  of  Paris. 

At  length  Ire  arritod  &t  the  barriers 
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#f  the  city,  where  tlie  diligence  waited 
•oinc  ininuten,  and  wc  cijiected  a  visit 
frDin  the  police,  for  the  purpose  of  ex- 
training  our  passports,  but  were  not 
disturhiHi  by  them.  We  then  pass'd 
through  a  broad  strt'et  of  considerable 
length,  the  lifeless  appearance  of  which 
did  not  contribute  to  raisa*  any  very  ex- 
nlte<l  exj)ectation8;  but,  on  crossing  tlio 
Boulevards,  and  passing  througii  the 
noble  Porte  H.  Denis,  we  began  to  be 
Inspired  with  more  genial  ft'eimgi. 

How  this  diligence  found  its  way 
through  the  narrow  streets  <»f  Paris,  to 
the  bureau  dc*  ditigenrrny  I  can  scarcely 
conceive  ;  it  is  enough  that  we  alighted 
there  in  safety.  Ha>ing  deposited  our 
luggage  in  the  oftice,  pro  tempore,  we 
salhtd  forth  in  quest  of  apartiraents,  pre¬ 
ferring  the  idea  of  lodging  and  hoarding 
at  a  private  house  to  that  of  living  at 
the  hotel  to  which  we  wore  recom¬ 
mended.  Wc  flattered  ourselves  that 
this  would  Ik*  a  matter  of  small  diffi¬ 
culty,  as  almost  every  Imuse  exhibited 
a  placanl  with  the  words,  “  ^^parte- 
mrtit  a  iourr  prcsentemerit :  parfe:  mu 
portien'*  or,  “  Jpariemena  mouhl^a, 
&c.'" ;  but  we  soon  found  that  none  of 
them  would  suit  us,  as,  inthee\p<’c* 
tation  of  a  large  ingress  of  strangers, 
they  were  not  to  be  had  for  a  shorter 
tenn  than  a  month,  and  at  most  exor¬ 
bitant  rates.  In  the  course  of  our  search, 
we  availed  ourselves  of  the  assistance 
of  a  French  gentleman,  who,  seeing  our 
difQculty,  very  politely  offered  his  ser- 
vicej.  He  spoke  Kupish  so  well,  and 
had  so  little  of  the  Fnui^ois  about  him, 
tliat  we  took  him  at  first  for  a  fellow- 
countryman  ;  at  least,  we  felt  it  ne¬ 
cessary  to  ask  the  question,  to  which  he 
replied  in  English,  with  great  appear¬ 
ance  of  ftTling,  “  No,  Sir,  1  ami  French, 
but  my  heart  -  it  is  English.**  He  had 
just  returned  from  I.ondon,  and  was 
full  of  the  praises  of  our  country. 
Notwithstanding  his  exertions,  we  did 
not  succeed,  and  therefore  detennined, 
at  length,  as  a  last  resort,  to  make  use 
of  our  letter  of  recommendation  to  B1. 
-Mcurice,  of  the  flotel  de  Lona'res,  rue 
r Echequirr,  which,  after  much  trouble, 
we  found.  Here,  however,  to  our  dis- 
a])pointment,  we  w  ere  told,  that  the  hotel 
was  full ;  but,  after  a  few  moments*  con¬ 
sultation,  our  host  consented  to  entertain 
us,  provided  we  would  put  up  with  the 
inconvenience  of  sleeping  all  four  of  us 
in  one  room,  in  which  he  could  put  up 
three  beds,  adjoining  a  larger  one, 
fttrtiisbed  at  a  panour.  It 


happened  very  fortunately,  that  M. 
hleurii'e  kept  a  tabte  d'hbte  h  la  mode 

where  tlie  dinner  was  just 
serving  up  as  we  entered.  Here,  there¬ 
fore,  we  SiWted  ourselves,  among  a  Urge 
party  of  our  country  men,  and  enjoyra 
for  the  first  time  since  onr  arrival  iu 
France,  a  good  English  dinner.

Indeed,  if 
we  are  to  reason  from  analogy,  the  sub¬ 
ject  may  easily  he  set  at  rest ;  for  wa 
do  not  say  a  moo,  but  a  mow  , for  a  Urga 
heap  of  com ;  not  a  toocr,  but  a  tower, 
for  a  high  building ;  nor  noo,  but  now, 
for  the  present  time;  the  diphthong 
ou,  as  A.  F.  1.  H.  observes,  never  being 
sounded  like  oo.— W'c  have  an  English 
|M>et  whose  name  is  Cooper,  and  I  sco 
no  reason  why  the  Qam(*s  of  the  two 
hards  should  be  spoken  alike,  while  they 
are  differently  written ;  but  I  do  sec  a 
reason  why  they  should  not,  if  it  were 
but  for  the  sake  of  distinction. 

For  some  remarks  on  the  different 
founds  of  ow,  1  would  recommend 
A.  F.  I.  II.  to  consult  Walker’s  Fro- 
nouncing  Dictionary,  that  being  the 
best  work  1  know'  of,  treating  on  the 
pronunciation  of  the  English  language. 

Now,  with  your  leave,  Mr.  Editor, 
1  will  say  a  few  words  on  another  sub¬ 
ject.  Your  correspondeut  Harvey  as¬ 
serts,  page  21.^,  that  Dr.  Johnson  was 
a  man  v^  ithout  any  poetical  abilities,  to 
whicfi  Mr.  Smith  (I  think  justly),  will 
not  nssf^nt,  and  refers  to  the  Doctor's 
descriptions  of  Cardinal  Wolsey,  and 
Charles  the  I’welfith  of  Sweden,  as  being 
equally  nervous,  and  as  truly  elegant, 
as  any  thing  to  be  found  in  the  wqrKS  of 
?opc;  to  ^ich  Harvey,  afler  protest- 
ing  against  comparing  the  two  poets, 
savs  01  Johnson  **  his  imitations  of  the 
'I'kird  and  Tenth  Satires  of  Juvcnnl 
1  cemfesf,  little  if  at  aH*  roferi^T  to  th<r 
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cri;,inaU,  but  still  «;r  iinlt  itioiis,  niul 
i/1  i'otirii'  %vAiil  Ibt^  very  miuI  oI  |.«»clry, 
orl^iii^ility.  .Now  1  (liiiik  it  dot  a 
tail'  iDt'ercni't',  tlut  lu*  \\:is  nut  born  a 
bicuu^o  bis  i.uinloii,  and  I  iu‘ 
Vanity  ot  Human  U  i!>iK‘s,  arc  nnlla-

I  do  not  mean  to  eonipaia*  tbe  poetry 
of  Jidin.son  at  l.ir'^e  with  that  of  Tope, 
set  the  toriner  ei  rtainly  was  mil  inferior 
m  fertility  of  iiiiat;inatioii  to  tbe  latter, 
blit  as  In*  chose  rather  Ui  turn  his 
iIioiii;bt.s  to  works  i>f  prose  than  of 
juictry  ;  Ih'in*,  by  a  eloser  application 
to  the  la.st  art  (for  In*  was  by  far  the 
more  tabourial  writi*r  of  the  two)  pro¬ 
duced  pieces  excelliaj;  in  some  r«*specLs 
those  of  Johnson;  iievertlu*lt*s.s  1  must 
agree  with  tbe  author  of  an  account  of 
h:s  life,  that  bad  the  learned  mor.ilist 
**  cultlxated  this  deliglufiil  art  with 
more  /eal  and  assiduity  ,  be  would  have 
been  cijuaily  illusirious  in  poetry  as  in 
prose.”

moiinl  iins,  Iml  Ibeic  summits  are  aban¬ 
doned  to  wild  In'asts.  In  winter  tbe 
wolves  d(‘scenti  froiutlieir  lonely  baimU, 
and  bowl  around  the  viliagt‘S  wbielt  they 
dare  not  approach.  W  iili  the  dawn  id' 
ilay  lliey  slowly  retreat:  their  gaunt 
forms  ari“  dimly  seen  ibrougb  the  sealler- 
iiig  darkne.ss,  and  mark  tbe  doubt iul 
boundaries  wbli  b  separate  the  mountiin 
Mi*or  from  the  tour-footed  mi v ages  of 
tin:  rocks  and  eaves. 

'I  be  tlri  ss,  tilt*  manners,  and  the  mode 
of  living  of  these  Moors,  are  unihonii 
and  simple.  A  i oarst*  liinie  girl  with  a 
sisb  torins almost  their  only  covering ; 
their  arms  and  llmiis  art*  bare,  and  tlieir 
lieatls  scarcely  etivered  by  a  liglit  red  cap. 
Millt*l  and  lentils  are  their  principal 
fooil,  and  water  is  their  side  beverage. 
'I  hey  greet  one  another  courteously,  but 
regard  a  siraiiger  with  vtoiider  and  dis¬ 
trust,  anti  ail  i'  Uiopt*ait  vvilh  abhorreiici*. 
Amid  sueb  a  race,  tin*  reliiu  inents  of 
fei'lieg  art*  almost  unknown,  or  where 
they  exist  in  any  tlt*grt*c,  so  strong  is  the 
contrast  of  surroimtiing  manners,  that 
they  form  oidy  a  soiirct  td  unhappiness 
to  the  possessor.  Hence,  cventsol  great 
interest  are  rare ;  init  when  they  do  oc¬ 
cur,  they  are  sliongly  marked.  The 
rude  mind  c.irrlcs  into  all  its  operations 
the  wild  and  powerful  energies  ol  na- 
Inre. 

On  a  small  emint*nce,  near  the  fool  of 
tju*  mountains,  and  wht‘re  tii(*y  Ix'gin  to 
mingle  with  the  wide  plains  of 'retiian, 
stand  the  ruins  of  a  palace,  surrounded 
by  orange  trees.  'I  he  loof  has  fallen  in, 
the  courts  are  ehoaketi  with  ruMiish, 
and  even  the  walls  have,  in  many  pl.iees, 
gone  to  tltxay  ;  but  eisleriis,  Moorish 
arcbes,  and  lerract  s  raised  to  coiiiinantl 
a  V  ievv  of  tlie  plains  beneath,  still  remain 
to  testify  llie  former  greatness  td  (his 
hulltling.  Ill  (he  style  of  the  architec¬ 
ture,  in  the  taste  of  the  ornaments,  tliere 
is  nothing  to  excite  regret  for  whal  has 
lerishetl;  yet  liic  Iraviller  cannot  Im*- 
itdtl,  witiiont  :i  sensation  of  nielant  ho¬ 
ly,  the  wild  fig-tree  heglnning  lo  spn^atl 
its  barren  branches  ovei  even  ihese  ruins 
ef  huiiian  power. 

Near  a  century  lias  elapsed  .since  this 
palace  was  iuhahilt'tl  by  a  povvertul 
^cheik,  iiossessed  of  large  estates,  of  nu- 
nierous  {locks  and  herds,  and  having  an 
tmhouutlt'il  inliucnce  ovgr  tlic  inhabi¬ 
tants  of  the  neighbouring  luounUins. 
I! is  rank  invested  him  wiUi  great  power, 
but  his  liberality,  his  courtesy,  his  im- 
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piirlial  jiiilice,  ^avo  him  still  more. 
rToinpt  ill  imnistiins:  thr  bad,  libenU  in 
rt‘M.inliii^  tlic  meritorious,  boiiiitfous  in 
his  rlurilici,  he  >vas  revered  as  the  Kiii^, 
the  benehictor,  and  ulniosl  as  the  saint, 
ol'  the  surroundin'^  countrv. 

Ot  all  his  numerous  1‘amily,  Zelida, 
his  ^oui’.ji^est  daiij^hler,  was  the  mosl  be¬ 
loved.  ,*^1  the  a»;eot  sixteen,  the  lame 
of  her  beauty  wasalread)  widelv  spread, 
although  no*  man  but  her  father  had 
ever  vet  beheld  her  face.  1'he  h  iualc 
agents,  however,  who  visited  the  interior 
of  the  women's  apartments,  were  unani¬ 
mous  in  praise  ot  her  eharins,  and  her 
hand  had  already  been  sou‘;ht  by  many 
of  the  most  illustrious  inhabitants  of  the 
province.  Her  own  solicitations  solely 
liad  prevailed  upon  her  father  to  decline 
every  alliance,  ^'he  had  sense  enouj>h 
to  In  hold  with  disji;ust  the  jealousiesaiid 
petty  inlri'jues  which  existed  amon^  tlie 
women  of  the  Harem,  and  she  trembled 
at  the  idea  of  leav  in^  an  indulgent  fa¬ 
ther  only  1o  be  mingled  witli  other 
slaves,  and  subjected  to  the  tyranny  of 
an  unknown  husband.  Mie  hoped  to 
pass  her  life  in  retirement,  and  in<[uiet 
pleasures;  hut  a  far  dilVerent  fate  was 
reserved  for  Zelida. 

One  eveninj^shc  walked  alone  upon 
the  terrace,  which  commanded  a  view  of 
Die  oraii«!:e  jijardens,  the  wide  spread 
plain  of  retuan,  the  mountains  which 
border  on  the  straits  of  (iibraltar,  and  a 
small  portion  of  the  Mediterranean.  The 
charming  prospect,  enlightened  by  the 
ray  s  of  the  set  t  in^  sun, the  ev  eninj;  breeze, 
|KTtumcd  with  orange  blossoms,  and  the 
ctiolness  and  silence  which  Inwl  already 
be;;un  to  rei:;’n  through  the  jjroves,  in¬ 
spired  her  with  a  pensive  pleasure,  and 
created  mild  and  new  sensations.  ?^he 
was  happy  to  he  alone,  and  yet  she  in¬ 
voluntarily  sighed  for  a  companion, 
without  wishii!"  for  any  one  of  those 
whom  .siie  alri'aily  knew.  By  de^^rees 
the  sun  sunk  behind  the  mountains  in 
the  west,  the  pale  stars  be^aii  to  appear, 
and  the  moon  to  shed  her  yellow  lii^liton 
Die  summits  of  the  hills.  The  birds 
ceased  to  chaunt,  and  all  nature  became 
silent,  ns  if  preparing  to  sink  to  n  posc. 
Zelida  aj^ain  sighed,  ami  after  some  i»ause 
was  about  to  return  to  her  apartment, 
when,  by  the  doubtful  liejit  which  pre¬ 
vailed,  she  beheld  the  tigurc  of  a  man 
gliding  among  the  tri  es  w  hich  grew  near 
the  terrace,  startled  at  this  uuusual  sight, 
she  covered  her  face  with  her  veil,  and 
hastened  back,  as  if  fearful  of  being  in¬ 
tercepted.  For  u  long  tiqae  she  reiiiaiu- 
cd  coulused,  and  iu  suspeuse  how  tv  avt. 


Should  she  mention  it,  some  innocent 
w retell  might  become  tiie  victim  perhaps 
of  a  phantom.  jSligbt  it  not  have  been 
one  of  tile  women  of  the  palace,  one  of 
its  guardians,  or  even  the  shadow  of  a 
cloud  passing  over  the  face  of  tlic  rising 
moon?  Tearful,  therefore,  of  having 
been  mistaken,  and  asbanieil  of  her 
alarm,  Zelida  remained  silent  concern¬ 
ing  this  event,  and  determined  to  drivv 
all  thoughts  of  it  from  her  mind. 

About  Uie  same  time  of  the  ensuing 
moon,  Zelida  happened  again  to  be  alone 
upon  the  terrace,  ^hc  stood  at  one  end 
ot  it,  and  cast  her  eyes  over  the  orangv 
gardens  toward  the  hills.

terrace;  her  faitiifiii  eoni|iinion,  Fati* 
ma,  alone  nrcoiii|mnied  her,  ami  a|iftear- 
fsl  to  h:*l>old  in  jidrace  the  prospect  he- 
ne.'Mh.  '•  On  thi«  very  spot,”  wid  Ze- 
tida,  “  wna  I  ntniulin;;  when  1  last  hc- 

hidd  that  mail  youth,  nho  eluded - 

Oh!  Holv  Prophet  1 —  Sa\e  me,  Falinn! 
—  He  is  llufe  ai;ain— let  us  return— let 
u«  Hv  1  ”  Hut  hatiina  neillier  tied,  nor 
cried  <nil,  nor  veiled  her  f.ice.  'rim 
yoiiHi;  man  ndvanri*tl  still  m*;«rer  to  the 
terrac  *.  hut  screenin'^  hiius;>if  from  the 
viins  of  tlie  house  hy  the  hushes.  The 
princcM  Uirned  away  her  head,  ami  ItMu- 
ed  u|Km  theshonldt'r  of  her  companion. 

Ho  m*t  astonished,  helosed  Zelida, 
still  less  alarriH'd  at  my  presence,”  said 
the  link  noun  youth.  If  tiumsands 
lov<*  y»»u  hy  the  h:in*  tlescriplion  <d'  \our 
eharm»,  Imw  infatuated  must  he  he  >^ho 
has  dared  to  jjare  upon  you.

Ha 
pressed  the  hand  of  Ztdid  i,  he  took  her 
in  his  anas,  and  carried  her  across  th« 
gardens  to  the  gate  w  hich  opened  toward 
the  monntains.

lalj'  lt>  save  your  Indoved  life,  ami 
restiire  yoii  lo  yourfallier'snnd’."  “  No,” 
returned  Zeliilu,  “  I  have  iiiiiled  in\  fale 
to  yours.  Had  ruv  father  penuilltal  it, 
1  Iliad  never  (luitteif  him;  ami  h(T<‘,  on 
this  cold  and  loiiel>  rin  k,  1  s>vear,  ilial 
Tuin^or  dyiii;;  I  will  he  yours  alom*.” 
The  li;;hts  which  shone  diuilv  tliroimii 
the  r.iiii,  now  moved  with  rapidity  down 
the  hill,  ami  clustered  toj;etlier  near  the 
water’s  brink.

Z(*lida  perceived  it;  and  also  the  (laiii:;’e  r 
of  her  situation.  “  Put  me  dow  n,  eoly- 
maii,”  said  she,  and  let  us  prepart*  to 
die  together.”  Yicddliig  more  to  his 
fatigue  than  to  her  solicitations,  he  en¬ 
deavoured  to  place  her  on  Hie  rock, 
bill  scarcely  bad  her  fe(*t  loncIi(*d  the 
water,  wlieii  the  torrent  leaving  now  a 
larger  surface  to  act  upon,  swept  them 
boHi  away.  In  an  iiistaiit  Hit*y  appeared 
Iwenty  yards  Ix'lovv  the  rock,  whirling 
roniiil  and  round,  whiUt  r^olvmin  witli 
one  arm  supported  Zelida,  mid  with  the 
other  hndeted  the  waves.

'I'liey  were  discovered  by  the 
crew  of  a  siiiall  t  hristian  bark,  anchor¬ 
ed  near  the  tieach,  and  were  by  them  bu¬ 
ried  together  in  the  sand.  Christian  rites 
were  |)eitbrined  o>er  .Mahometan  dead. 
A  wlnte  tower  on  the  toji  of  the  dill’ 
ser>(;s  to  direct  the  eye  to  the  spot  be¬ 
neath,  which  is  still  farther  distinguished 
liy  a  ledge  of  rocks  which  there  runs  into 
tiu*  sea.  ’the  night  when  they  were  interred 
was  calm.  The  rainy  clouds  had  all  dis¬ 
persed,  the  winds  were  hushed,  and  the 
tranquil  bosom  of  the  mediterranean  re¬ 
jected  the  glimmering  stars.  lUit  still, 
in  storms,  tlie  winds  sigh  moiirid'ully 
through  the  hollow  caverns  at  the  biLse 
of  llic  cape,  and  the  sea  breaking,  with 
violence  on  the  rocks,  descends  iii  briny 
tears  on  the  lonely  spot  hallowed  by  the 
remains  of  bolyiuan  and  Zelida. 

To  the  Editor  of  the  European  Magazine. 

am,  Kingalandy  Dec.  14,  1814. 
BSEUVTNCi,  iir  your  .Magazine  for 
October,  a  very  marvellous  ac¬ 
count  of  the  N aphtha  ^prings,  it  occurred 
to  iny  memory  that  1  had  read  a  descripti- 
onot  these^prings  in  Dr.  Cook’s  Travels 
(published  in  November  1770,  by  Ca- 
clellj,  and  on  reference  to  the  work  I 
find  tlic  passage  runs  thus :  — 

“  1  shall  not  tiike  up  the  reJider’s  time 
to  give  an  account  of  Zoroaster,  nor 
his  successors,  who  were  the  first  wor¬ 
shippers  of  tire,  as  .Mr.  IJanway  hasdone, 
nor  follow  his  c.xample,  in  describ¬ 
ing  ‘several  arch'd  temples  of  ten  or 
fiiteen  feet  high,’  which  at  present 
have  no  existence,  and  jirobably  never 
had ;  nor  will  1  take  upon  me  lo  describe 
‘  a  horizontal  gap  in  the  cleit  of  a 
rock,  two  feet  deep  from  the  ground, 
near  si.\  long,  and  about  three  feet 
broad,  out  of  which,’  he  says,  ‘  is¬ 
sues  a  constant  flame,  w  hich  riseth,when 
the  wind  blows,  eight  feet  high,  but 
burns  lower  when  it  is  calm  weather;’ 
and  ‘  how  the  inhabitants  burn  lime 
with  this  wonderful  holy  fire;’  because 
all  these  prodigies  were  invisible  to  every 
one  of  our  gentlemen ;  nor  did  the 
priests,  who  were  very  ready  to  show  our 
|>eople  every  curiosity,  say  any  thing 
about  them,  neither  were  such  wonders 
known  to  the  inhabitants  of  Baku, 
nor  to  the  chiefs  of  the  I’crsian  army, 
with  whom  wc  conversed  daily,  and 
made  all  pcs.sible  enquiry  about  thuir 
Europ.Mag.Eol.  LXVll,  Jan.  Ifilfi. 


wonders  and  curiosities;  but  here  fol¬ 
lows  a  very  true  account  of  what  is  to 
be  found  worth  notice  there:— 

On  the  11th  our  Ambassador,  with 
many  of  his  gentlemen,  went  to  see  this 
famous  fire.  After  they  had  passed  over 
the  hills  into  the  plain  on  the  north  side 
of  them,  distant  tVom  Baku  about  five, 
or  at  most  six,  versts,  they  entered  into 
r.  small  s(|iiandike,  built  with  stone,  the 
area  of  which  would  scarcely  he  half  an 
acre  of  grtnind,  Scots  measure;  the  soil 
was  a  pure  flexible  sand;  within  this  area 
was  a  well  of  spring  water,  the  surface 
of  which  was  covered  over  with  pure 
while  naphtha,  but  a  few  inches  lower 
than  the  general  surface  of  the  sandy 
area ;  our  company  saw  only  one  poor 
room,  where  these  wonderful  works  arc 
said  to  be  S('en,  and  anotlier  mean  apart¬ 
ment  w  here  the  votaries  liv  ed ;  the  num¬ 
ber  of  whom,  at  that  time,  did  not  ex¬ 
ceed  forty ;  they  gladly  introduced  our 
gtMitiemen  into  the  room  I  spoke  ol 
above,  where  there  was  a  place  set  apart, 
like  our  hearths,  which  you  may,  with 
llanway,  call  their  altar;  in  this,  bi'ing 
pure  sand,  were  placed  a  few  hollow 
reeds;  one,  by  way  of  pre-eminence, wa« 
placed  in  the  middle,  and  larger  than  the 
rest,  to  which  oilier  reeds  are  closely 
Joined,  so  as  to  form  three  openings  at 
the  top,  out  of  which  issued  three  pale 
blue  flames ;  at  this  time  some  of  these 
reeds  were  extinguished  :  but,  that  the 
Ambassador  and  his  company  might  see 
them  all  at  work,  they  brought  a  vessel 
with  pure  naphtha,  and  poured  some  of 
it  on  the  sand  about  the  reed,  and  with 
a  bit  of  burning  paper  .set  the  naphtha, 
exhaling  Ihrough  the  reed,  on  fire;  this 
is  true  account  of  tin*  everlasting  fire 
at  Apsheron;  all  other  stories  wrote 
about  it,  by  which  they  have  imposed 
upon  the  world,  and  never  before  detect¬ 
ed,  as  far  as  1  know  ,  are  groundless ;  and 
indeed  it  is  to  be  lamented  that  bodies  of 
credulous, otherwise  learned  men,  should 
submit  to  be  so  grossly  imposi  d  up¬ 
on,  by  false  and  fabnious  accounts  of 
things.” 

Jt  IS  unnecessary  for  me  lo  make  any 
comment  upon  stories  .so  diametrically 
opposite,  as  it  must  be  very  evident  to 
every  reader  that  one  of  the  writers  hat 
made  use  of  the  traveller’s  prerogative 
(if  I  may  use  the  expression)  lo  the  very 
extent  of  his  privilege ;  nay,  “  who  shall 
pretend  to  decide  when  Doclon  dita- 
gree.”

tie  then  pmceedeil  as  tollows  :  — 

“  'riiis  eiiennistanee  has  materially  af¬ 
fected  the  administration  of  the  lav^s  in 
Ireland.  In  this  respect  I  ha>e  found 
that  those  societies,  called ()ran;;e  socie¬ 
ties,  have  produced  most  misctuesous  el* 
fects;  and  particularly  in  the  north  ol 
Ireland,  'they  poison  the  very  foun¬ 
tains  of  justice ;  and  even  some  magis¬ 
trates,  under  their  inllucnce,  have,  in 
toi)  manv  instanci's,  violated  their  duty 
and  tiu'ir  oaths.  I  do  not  hesitate  to  say, 
that  all  assoeiatiitns.  of  every  description 
in  this  country ,  whether  of  t)range-men 
or  hitdion-inen  —  wliether  distinguish¬ 
ed  hy  the  Colour  of  orange  or  ol  green 
comhinations  of  persons,  hound  to 
each  other  (hy  tin*  ohiigation  nn  oath) 
in  a  league  tor  a  eonmion  purpose,  en- 
d.iiigeriiig  the  peace  of  the  country,  I 
pronounce  them  to  he  eontrary  to  late. 
Of  this  1  am  eertniii,  that,  s«»  long  as 
those  associations  are  permitted  to  act  in 
the  lawless  manner  they  do,  there  will 
be  no  trinijuilily  in  this  country  ;  and 
particulirly  in  tin*  north  of  Ireland. 
‘I’here,  tho^e  disturbers  of  tin*  public 
p»*aei\  win)  assume  the  name  of  (ir  inge- 
yeomeii.  tr(‘(|iient  the  fairs  ami  markets, 
vvilh  arms  in  ilieir  ti  unis,  under  the  pre¬ 
tence  ol  .self-defence,  or  of  protecting 
th(*  public  peace,  hut  with  the  lurking 
view  of  iiiv  iling  the  attacks  from  the  It  ih- 
bon-men,  contident  that,  arnnai  as  tliey 
«re,  they  must  overcome  ilefenceh  ss  ttp. 
poiK'iits.  und  pul  tlu'in  down.  Munters 
have  been  repeatedly  p(  rp<*trated  upon 
tuch  oeca.sions ;  and,  ihough  legal  pro- 
»rcultons  have  ei.sueil,  yet  such  hare 
In'eii  the  baneful  conse<jnenees  of  those 
factious  assoeintions,  that,  under  their 
iuliueiice,  |H*lty  juries  have  declined 
(upon  some  occasions)  to  do  tIu'ir  duty. 
These  facts  have  fallen  u inter  my  own 
view.  It  was  snnicient  to  say — such  a 
mail  displayed  such  a  colour,  to  produce 
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an  utter  disbelief  of  his  testimony ;  or, 
when  another  has  stood  with  his  hand  at 
the  bur,  the  display  of  his  party  budge 
ha.s  mitigated  the  murder  into  man- 
slaughlir." 

.Mler  some  further  remarks  on  tlfn 
suifjeet,  the  judg<‘  proceeds  to  other 
causes :  — 

ileiillemen,  -  'rhatmod(*ritepilt:mcc 
which  the  high  rents  leave  to  tin-  ptior 
peas.uitry,  the  large  county  assv's-.ments 
nearly  take  from  ilnm;  — roads  arc  fre- 
<|uentty  planiicd  ami  made,  not  for  the 
general  adv  aiilagt*  ol  the  country,  but  to 
suit  I  he  jiaiTiculur  vii'v*.  sofa  neighbouring 
landholtlcr,  at  llie  public  evuense.  Mich 
nluiscs  shake  the  \(“ry  found  iliou  of  the 
law — they  ought  to  he  checked. —  ynper- 
addial  to  these  mischiefs,  are  I  he  perma¬ 
nent  and  occasional  ahsi'iitei*  landlords, 
residing  in  another  coiintrv ,  not  known 
to  their  tenantry  hut  by  their  agents, 
who  extract  the  uttermost  penny  of  the 
value  of  the  lands.  If  a  l«ase  happens 
to  fall  ill,  they  set  the  farm  hy  public 
auction  to  the  highest  bidder.  .No  gra¬ 
titude  for  past  services — no  preference 
of  the  fair  olfer—iK)  predilection  for  the 
ancient  tenantry  (be  they  ever  so  deserv¬ 
ing*  ;  hut  if  tin*  highest  price  he  not  ac¬ 
ceded  to,  the  depopulation  of  an  entire 
tract  of  country  ensues.  What  then  is 
the  wretched  peasant  to  do?  Chased 
from  tlie  spot  where  he  hrni  first  drawn 
his  hrealh— where  he  had  lirst  seen  the 
light  of  heaven —  incapable  of  procuring 
any  otlu*r  means  of  existence —  vexed 
with  tliose  exactions  1  have  enumerated 
— and  harassetl  hy  thepriy  ment  of  lythes, 
can  we  he  surprised  that  a  pea.sunt,  of 
unenlightened  mind,  of  uncdiicuted  ha¬ 
bits,  should  rush  upon  tin*  pi'rpetration 
of  crimes,  followed  by  the  [iimishment 
of  tlie  rope  and  the  gibbet?  Nothing 
(as  the  peasantry  imagine}  remains  for 
tiiem,  thus  harassed  and  thus  destitute, 
hill  with  strmig  hand  to  deter  theslran- 
g('r  from  intruding  upon  their  farms; 
and  to  extort,  from  the  weakness  and 
terrors  of  their  lanillprds  (  from  whose 
gratitude  or  good  feelings  thev  Inive  fail- 
ed  to  win  it  ',  a  kind  of  preference  for 
their  ancient  tenantry. 

“  Such,  (lentlemeii,  have  hecii  the 
causes  which  I  have  seen  thus  operating 
ill  the  north  of  Ireland,  and  in  part  of 
the  south  and  west.  1  have  ohwrved, 
loo,  as  the  consei|uence.s  of  those  orange 
coiiihinalioiis  and  confederacies,  men, 
ferocious  in  their  habits— uneiliicaled— 
not  knowing  what  remedy  to  resort  to— 
111  iheir  despair,  living  lu  tlie  face  of  tBe 
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cntrrinjj  inl(»  ilanjj;erou5  aiul  rrimi- 
n.ilfounlrr  as-iooialions,  aiul  ciulcavour- 
in^  lo  proctin*  arms  in  onliT  to  iiutI, 
upon  injual  tonus,  tlu‘ir  uraiij’v  assaii- 
anls. 

“  To  sovcral  oausos  of  dislurb- 
amr,  wo  mav  ad<i  rorlaiu  moral  oaiiscs. 
Thon*  has  cxjsUal  au  aat’icnt  coum‘.\loti, 
•olilaxv  in  its  ualiiro,  botwocm  lh«.‘calho- 
lir  pastor  ami  his  (look,  '('his  oomu'xiou 
has  boon  olton,  with  vt*r\  little  retlec- 
lion,  invoi^lied  ajijaiusl  !»  those  wlio 
call  themseUes  (Vimuls  to  tile  constituti¬ 
on  in  clmrcli  ami  slate.  I  have  had  ju¬ 
dicial  opportunities  «d'  kuowin;^,  that  this 
connexion,  between  the  catholic  pastor 
and  his  dock,  has  b(*eji  in  some  insUmcc's 
weakened,  and  nearl>  d<‘slroyed ;  the 
flock,  goaded  l»y  their  wants,  and  tlyinj; 
in  the  face  of  the  pastor,  with  a  lament¬ 
able  abamlo:nm*nt  ot  all  religious  feel- 
in*^,  and  a  dereliction  of  ait  ri«!;ard  to 
that  pastoral  »uj»erintemlence,  which  is 
so  esstMitial  to  the  tram|uitity  ot  the 
country.  For,  it  men  have  no  prospect 
here  hut  of  a  cont;nm*d  series  of  want, 
and  labour,  and  privation,  and  if  tlu^ 
hopes  and  fears  of  a  future  slate  are 
withdrawn  from  them  by  an  utter  s(*pa- 
ration  from  tlieir  t»wn  pastor,  what  must 
he  the  state  of  society  ?  fhe  ties  of  re¬ 
ligion  and  morality  beiiifj  thus  loosenc'd, 
a  frijjht fill  state  ot  thinj^s  has  ensm'd — 
perjury  has  abounded — tin*,  sanctity  of 
oaths  has  ceascil  t*>  he  binding,  save 
vvliere  it  administers  to  tin*  passions  of 
parties.  The  oaths  of  the  oran^^e  asso¬ 
ciations,  or  t)f  the  ribbon-men,  have,  in¬ 
deed,  contimu'd  to  be  obli»;atory .  As 
for  oaths  administered  iti  a  court  of  jus¬ 
tice,  they  have  be(‘n  set  at  m»ui;ht. 

“  (lenllemen —  \nother  deep-rt>oted 
cause  of  immorality  has  been  the  ope¬ 
ration  of  the  county  presentment  code 
of  I rel  iml— abused,  as  it  has  !n*en,  for 
the  purposes  of  fraud  and  peculation, 
will  you  iu>t  be  astonished  when  I  a.ssure 
yon,  that  I  have  had  information  judi¬ 
cially ,  from  an  uprij^ht  country  ‘gentle¬ 
man,  and  a  •;ranu  juror  of  umjuestion- 
ahle  veracity  in  a  western  county,  that, 
in  the  ^(“iieral  practice,  not  one  in  ten 
ot  the  aeconnlinj;  aflldavils  was  actually 
•vvnrjt  at  all !  Magistrates  have  sipud, 
and  ;;lven  away,  printed  forms  oi  such 
albdavils  in  hJunk^  to  be  filled  up  at  the 
pleasure  of  the  party.  1'his  abuse  pjo- 
dnc»*d  a  stronjj  representation  from  me 
to  the  ji^rand  jury  ;  and  tiad  I  known  llie 
fart  in  time,  I  would  have  mavle  an  ex¬ 
ample  of  iJiose  mai^jisl rates  vi:o  wen? 
guilty  of  so  scandalous  a  dcTclUlIou  of 


duty.— Another  source  of  iminorulity 
may  be  tr  iccil  in  the  rej;[istry  of  free¬ 
holds.  •  Oaths  ol  rej;istrHlK»n  are  taken, 
which,  if  not  perjury,  are  somethini; 
very  near  it.  I  he  l(‘uantiy  are  driven 
to  the  hustiiio^s.  aiul  there,  collected  like 
sheep  in  a  pen,  they  must  [«f)li  for  the 
»reat  uiiderlukcr  who  has  purchased 
them  by  his  jobs;  ami  this  is  tr(‘i|ueully 
done  with  litlh;  rej;ard  It)  conscience  or 
duly,  or  real  value  of  the  alie;:ed  free¬ 
hold. 

(ieiitlemen,  is  tlu*re  no  method  of 
allaying  these  discontents  of  the  people, 
and  pr.'ventinj;  them  from  llyinj;  in  the 
face  of  the  laws?  Is  there  no  remedy 
hut  act  of  parliament  alter  ael  of  iiar- 
liament,  in(|uick  succession,  framed  for 
coercin*;  and  punishing?  Is  there  no 
corrective  hut  the  rope  ami  Ihe  gibbet? 
Yes,  (ienll(*men,  the  removal  ot  those 
causes  of  dlsturhanee  which  I  liaye 
mentioned  to  you,  will  operalt*  as  the 
remedy.  —  1  should  imagim*,  thut  the 
permanent  ahse.itees  ought  to  see  the 
tK)licy  (if  no l)elter  motive  can  iniluence 
llu'in),  of  appr<*prialing,  liberally,  some 
part  of  those  s|>lendi(l  i(‘venu(‘s  which 
they  draw  from  this  country-  which  pay 
no  land-tax  or  poor's  r.ite  -  and  of 
vvhicli  not  a  shilling  is  (‘\p<ntded  in  tiiii 
eoiinlry  !  Is  it  not  high  lime  for  those 
permanent  absentees,  to  olVer  some  as¬ 
sistance,  originating  from  themselves, 
out  of  Iheir  own  private  purses,  towards 
improving  and  ameliorating  llie  con¬ 
dition  of  the  lower  orders  of  the  pea¬ 
santry  upon  their  great  domains,  and 
renderinjr  their  lives  more  comfortable. 
—  Instead  of  doing  so,  how  <lo  many  of 
them  ad?  'I’liey  ollen  d(‘put(*  their 
managers  upon  the  gr.iml  jury  of  the 
county.  'I'liis  manager  gets  liis  job* 
done  without  tiuestion  or  iat(‘rrupiit>n  ; 
his  roads  and  his  bridge's,  and  his  park 
walls—;dl  are  conceded. 

For  mv  part,  1  am  wholly  at  a  losi 
to  conceive  how  those  permanent  ab- 
.scnlees  can  reconcile  it  to  their  feelings 
or  their  interests  to  remain  silent  spec¬ 
tators  of  such  a  slate  of  tbirigs— oi  Iiovt 
tbey  can  forbear  to  raise  tlieir  voices  in 
behalf  of  their  unliappy  country,  and 
atlem].t  to  open  the  eyes  of  our  Eng¬ 
lish  mdghliours ;  who,  generally  speaK- 
ing,  know  about  as  much  of  the  Iriih 
as  they  do  ol  the  Hindoos. 

(ii'iillemen,  I  wlh  tell  you  wliat  thosa 
ah.^enlm  s  ought  particularly  to  do  — they 
ought  to  promote  Ihe  estnblishmetil  of 
houses  of  refuge,  houses  of  induslrf, 
3cbool*liOUses,  and  set  the 
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upon  thrir  ohti  rititcs,  of  building  decent 
%o  Ih.il  the  Irish  peasantry  may 
have,  at  least,  tlie  comforts  of  an  “  Knc- 
llsh  st»w ;  for  an  Kn;xlish  farmer  would 
refuse  to  eat  the  llesli  of  a  ho;r,  so 
lod;;ed  atid  fed  an  an  Irish  peasant  is. 
hrv  the  farms  of  an  Kn^jlish  laiulholiler 
out  of  lease,  or  his  eollaj^es  in  a  state  of 
flilapitlalion  ?  he  rehnilus  every  one  of 
them  for  his  tenants,  or  he  covenants 
to  supply  them  with  materials  for  thepnr- 
pose.  lint  how  are  inatlerscondueUHl  in 
this  country  }  W  hy,  if  there  is  a  house 
likely  to  tall  into  ruins,  upon  an  ex¬ 
piring  lease,  the  new  rack-rent  tenant 
must  rebuild  it  himself:  and  can  you 
wonder  if  your  plantations  are  visited 
for  the  purpose,  or  if  your  >ounjj  trees 
are  tiiriu'd  into  plou^h-haiufles,  or  roofs 
for  their  cabins  ?  They  are  more  than 
Fj'ynlian  task-masters,  who  call  for 
bricks  without  furnishing;  a  supply  of 
straw. 

I  d<»  not  proiiose  that  you  should  ex- 

fiect  any  imiuedinte  amendment  or  pnh- 
ic  benefit  from  tlie  plans  su^'^esled  for 
the  education  of  the  poor.  It  is  in  vain  to 
flatter  yourselves  tliat  you  can  improve 
their  minds  if  you  in‘;;lect  their  bodies. 
Where  have  you  ever  heard  of  a  people 
desirous  of  education,  who  had  not 
eIoth!‘s  to  cover  them,  or  bread  to  eat  ? 

I  have  never  known  that  any  people, 
under  such  circumstances,  had  any  appe¬ 
tite  for  moral  instruction. 

(ientleurcn,  I  had  an  opjiortiinity  of 
urj^in;;  sjune  of  these  topics  upon  the 
attention  of  a  distinguished  personajje  — 

I  mem  hord  Hedesdale,  who  tilled  the 
hi^h  olhce  of  I.ord  (’hancellor  here  some 
years  ajjo.  lie  was  pleased  to  require 
my  opinion  of  the  state  of  the  country  ; 

1  averred,  that  I  thought  it  was  as  tran¬ 
quil  as  «‘ver  it  had  been;  but  I  did  ask 
his  iMTUiiiksion  to  su^j;est  certain  mea¬ 
sures,  which,  in  my  opinion,  would  j;o 
very  far  towards  allayin';  the  discontents 
of  the  |>eople.  One  of  those  measures 
was  a  reform  of  the  mai;istnicy  in  Ire¬ 
land — another  was  a  commntntioii  of 
tythes,  if  it  could  be  satisfactorily  ef- 
fectc‘d  — a  third  was,  the  suppression  of 
the  home  consumption  of  whisky ,  .and 
the  institution  of  a  wholesome  malt  li¬ 
quor  in  its  stead.  I  requested  his  Lord- 
•nip  to  rectdiect,  that  llojjarlh’s  print 
of  “  (i  in-alley,”  is  an  unerring  w  itness  to 
testify  what  the  Rnglish  people  would 
now  bv,  if  they  had  nothing  but  a  p<T- 
nicious  spirituous  liquor  to  drink.  His 
Lordship  wat  plcaard  to  lend  a  courteous 
atbuition  to  these  opinioui^and  1  do 


believe,  that  his  own  natural  judginenl 
and  good  inclination  would  have  prompt¬ 
ed  him  to  measures  benelieial  to  Ireland 
and  honourable  to  his  fame. 

(lentlemen,  this  siihjeel  brings  me  to 
a  consideration  of  tlie  magistracy  of  the 
country.  <>f  these  I  must  say,  that  sonic 
are  over  jealous— others  loo  supine; 
distracted  into  parties,  they  are  too 
often  governed  by  their  private  passions, 
to  the  disgrace  of  pnhiir  Justice, and  the 
frequent  uisturhanee  of  Hie  country. 

Here  let  me  solicit  your  particular 
attention  to  some  of  the  grievous  mis¬ 
chiefs,  flowing  from  the  miseondiuT  of 
certain  magistrates.  One  is  occasioned 
by  an  excessive  eagerness  to  crowd  the 
gaols  with  prisoners,  and  to  swell  the 
calendars  with  crimes.  Hence  the  amaz¬ 
ing  disproportion  helwceii  the  number 
ol  the  eoinmittals  and  of  the  convictions, 
helween  accusation  and  evidence,  be¬ 
tween  hasty  suspicion  and  actual  guilt, 
('ommittals  have  been  too  frequeutly 
made  out  (in  other  counties)  upon  light 
and  trivial  grounds,  without  rellecting 
upon  the  evil  consequences  of  wresting 
a  pi'asant  (probably  innocent)  from  the 
bosom  of  his  family —immuring  him 
for  weeks  or  months  in  a  noisome  gaol, 
amongst  vicious  companions.  He  is 
afterwards  acquitted  or  not  prosecuted; 
and  returns  a  lost  man,  in  health  and  mo¬ 
rals,  to  his  ruined  and  hi'ggared  family. 
This  is  a  hideous,  but  common  picture. 

I'here  arc  parts  of  Ireland,  where, 
from  the  ahsence  of  the  gentlemen  of 
the  county,  a  race  of  magistrates  has 
sprung  np,  who  ought  newer  to  have 
borne  the  King's  commission.  The  vast 
powers  enlrusU*!!  to  those  oflicers  call 
for  an  upright,  zealous  and  conscienlious 
discharge  of  their  duty. 

Genliemen,  as  to  tvlhes,  they  are  ge¬ 
nerally  complained  of  as  a  great  griev¬ 
ance.  Far  be  it  from  me  to  s.ay,  that 
tythes  are  not  due  to  the  clergy.  Hy 
the  law  of  the  land,  they  have  as  good 
a  title  to  their  ty  thes  as  any  of  you  liav« 
to  your  estates ;  and,  I  am  convinced, 
that  the  clergy  man  does  not,  in  any  in¬ 
stance,  exact  what  he  is  strictly  entitled 
to.  Ijiil  this  mode  of  assessment  has 
been  much  complained  of ;  and  it  is 
particularly  fell  in  this  country,  because 
the  Catholic  receives  no  spiritual  com¬ 
fort  from  his  Froteslant  rector ;  he 
knows  him  only  through  the  tyihe  proc¬ 
tor,  and  he  h:is,  moreover,  his  own 
pastor  to  pay.  This  is  tlie  reason  why  he 
thinks  it  a  grievance;  and  1  must  ad¬ 
mit.  that  although  the  clergyman  does 
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not  receive  all  that  he  is  entilietl  to»  and 
although  it  may  not  be  a  •;rie\ancc  in 
anotiier  country,  yet  the  tylhc  system 
is  a  painful  syslemYor  Ireland. 

(ieiitleineii,  you  have  in  your  power 
another  rtMiiedy  for  public  coinmolions; 
1  allude  to  the  assessment  o!  the  presjMit- 
inentinoney  upon  your  country.  It  seems 
that  the  sum  of  ObuOl.  is  now  demanded 
to  be  levied;  whetluT  this  sum  is,  or  is 
not,  an  exorbitant  one,  for  this  county, 
I  know  not.  It  is  a  tax,  of  which  you 
will  impose  the  greater  part,  or,  per¬ 
haps,  the  wh(»le,  upon  your  county — 
and  it  falls  wholly  upon  the  occupying 
tenants  or  farmers ;  pray  keep  this  cir¬ 
cumstance  const.nitly  in  your  iniiuU  — 
the  benefit  of  thjs  tax  is  your  own.  My 
its  operation,  you  have  your  farms  well 
divided  and  improved  —  good  roads 
made  round  your  estates— useful  bridges 
and  walls  erected ;  indeed,  I  have  known 
counli'  s  which  have  been  parcelled  out 
to  undertakers  by  baronies,  and  where 
no  man  could  get  a  job  without  the  con¬ 
sent  of  the  baronial  undertaker — tln*y 
met  and  cominuled — and  it  was  thus 
agreed— “  1  give  you  your  Job  here,  and 
you  give  me  iiiy  job  there.”  I  may  be 
asked,  why  do  I  mention  these  Ihinj^s  ? 
The  grand  jury  know  tliein  very  well  — 
hut  then  they  ought  to  he  concealed.  .Mi- 
icrablc  infatuated  nation !  These  things 
are  not  concealed  ;  there  is  not  a  grand 
jury  job  in  the  country  which  is  iu»t 
known  and  coinmenleJ  upon  by  the 
peasantry.  Every  mischief,  and  every 
enormity  I  have  this  day  staled,  is  as 
tliorouglily  well  known  to  the  peasantry 
as  to  the  gentry  throughout  Ireland. 
The  affected  a|)prehension  of  <  xciting 
and  exasperating  them,  by  a  reprobation 
of  those  enormities,  is  puerile  and  con¬ 
temptible.  It  cannot  do  mischief— it 
cannot  add  to  the  poignancy  of  their 
feelings— it  may  allay  or  sooth  them — 
already  those  exactions  are  the  subject 
of  discussion,  and  of  minute  scrnliny,  in 
every  cabin ;  what  arc  the  conseijiienees  ? 
Dreadful  hearl-hiirnings  and  deep  mur- 
luurs— the  y  isit  of  the  constable  w  ho  c(d- 
lecls  the  cess,  is  a  day  of  general  mourn- 
iug,  and  distress,  and  trihiilatioii.  ] 
•poke  freely  (»f  these  things  to  l!ie  grand 
jury  of  the  county  of  Tipperary ; — what 
was  the  beneficial  reMilt?  'flic  foremau 
(Mr.  Bagwell)  came  forward  soon  alter- 
wards  from  the  grand  jury -room,  and 
stated  publicly  in  coiirl,  that,  in  con- 
•equence  of  my  charge,  he  and  his  fel¬ 
low-jurors  had  thrown  out  applications 


for  presentments  to  the  amount  of  90aoL 
rhese  may  be  presumed  to  be  jobs,  under 
pretence  of  building  walls  and  bridget, 
tilling  hollows,  lowering  hills, &c.  Here, 
indeed,  yvas  some  good  dune  hv  this  sud¬ 
den  impulse  of  teconomy  —  here  were 
the  fruits  of  a  free  and  candid  exhor¬ 
tation  before  the  public  eye. 

Perhaps  the  commission  of  tlie  peace, 
in  eyery  county  in  the  kingdom  should 
he  examined.  During  a  long  war,  iu 
seasons  td'  po{nilar  commotion,  under 
cliit‘f  governors  (all  acting,  uiiqueslioiw 
ably,  with  good  intentions,  but  upon 
various  principles  and  different  views;, 
it  is  not  improbable,  that  many  men 
haye  crept  into  the  commission,  who, 
however  ustdiil  they  might  occasion¬ 
ally  have  been,  ought  not  to  remain. 
The  needy  adventurer— the  hunter  for 
prefenneni — the  intemperate  zealot  — 
the  trader  in  false  loyalty  —  the  jobbers 
of  absentees  — if  any  of  these  various  de¬ 
scriptions  of  iiuli\  iduals  are  now  to  be 
found,  their  names  should  be  expunged 
t  om  the  commission.  Some  cleygymen 
there  may  havi*  been,  who,  in  a  period  of 
distraction,  perusing  the  Old  l’<‘f lament 
with  more  attention  than  the  New,  and 
admiring  the  glories  of  Joshua  flhe 
son  of  Nun),  fancied  they  perceived  in 
the  Catholics  the  Caiiaanilcs  of  old; 
<and,  at  tlie  head  of  militia  and  urmt'd 
yeomanry,  wislied  locoii(|uer  from  them 
the  promis<*il  gloln*.  Such  men,  I  hope, 
arc  not  now  lo  be  found  in  Uial  most 
respectable  order ;  and  if  they  are,  I 
need  scarcely  add,  they  should  no  longer 
remain  in  tin*  (aimmission. 

(iciitU‘meii,  I  imisl  fiirlher  admonish 
y<m,  if  )ou  are  interested  wilh  any  ol 
the  Orange  or  (ireen  associations  in  this 
county,  to  discharge  them — dischargn 
all  the  processions  and  commemorations 
connected  with  them,  and  you  will  pro¬ 
mote  the  peace  and  concord  of  the 
coiinlry  ;  i>ut  suffering  them  lo  prevail, 
how  can  justice  b(*  administered?  — 

“  I  am  a  loyal  man,”  says  a  witness— 
that  is,  “  Gentlemen  of  the  petty  jury, 
lieliex*  me,  let  me  swear  what  I  wiii.”  — 
When  he  swears  he  is  a  loyal  man,  h^ 
means,  “  ficntlemcn  of  the  jury,  forget 
your  oaths,  and  acquit  the  oraiigeman.’* 
Gentleiiien,  1  have  had  a  long  profes¬ 
sional  experience  of  the  stale  of  this 
country,  travelling  two  circuiU  every 
year;  and  1  have  spi>ken  the  result  of 
iny  professional  observations  and  judi¬ 
cial  knowledge — perhaps  the  sincerity 
with  which  I  have  put  furyvaid  thc»a 
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oWrtationn  may  fxcile  some  ili^plra- 
^iiro  — Kill  I  hope  they  may  do  some 
jjood,  am!  I  am  i»r»*tty  indirtereiil  ^^hc- 
they  are  round  ilinaj^reeahlc  or  not. — 
T.uini;  a  cereal  pari  of  m>  life  in  the 
hurry  ot  protessionul  piirHuits,  I  ha>e 
rmpfoved  the  moments  oi  mv  leisure  in 
liler.iry  ri*lirenu:nl.  Attached  to  no 
party,  I  iiav/-  never  mix**d  yvith  the 
zealots  of  ejlher — I  have  been  assailed 
and  ealmnnialrd  l»y  l»oth.  Mich  is  the 
lot  t»f  llie  m  ui,  mnleuMuirinp^  to  do  his 
duly  with  tiiinness  and  sincerity.

The  whole  work  seems  acknowledged 
to  Ih*  one  continued  appeal  to  that  tia- 
bitiial  reflexion  luiTi  ja^t  kcinc  of  uicii 


and  things,  till  then,  at  least,  allovyed  by 
all  the  cultivated  lutious  of  Kiiro|)r 
to  distinguish  the  inhahiUnts  of  tiiii 
country  more  particularly  than  those  of 
any  other. 

Villi  has  it  been  sufficiently  our  ainbi- 
tioii  to  preserve  this  honouralde  charac¬ 
ter,  of  w  hich  our  ancestors  were  so  laud, 
alily  proud  t  Have  not  a  tliousaud  li^ht 
fashions  and  false  refinements,  especially 
those  which  wc  liave  imporied  iVom  our 
nearest  iieighhoiirs  on  the  continent, 
produced  a  wonderful  change  in  our 
manners.  language,  and  modes  of  think¬ 
ing  ?  Have  not  I’rench  piiilosophisin, 
aiul  that  frotli  of  intellect  they  lerm 
bf  t  esprit,  strangely  corrujd(‘d  the  sound 
simplieity  of  Hnlish  cowiiioii  .sense,  and 
irmie  far  toward  undermining  those 
jirinciples  and  maxims,  which,  in  former 
times,  eontrihuted  most  to  our  liapj*!- 
ness  and  lionour,  whether  in  piihlie  or 
private  life  ?  Hut  could  we  he  induced 
to  return  lo  those  juslenhodes  of  think¬ 
ing  andsilutarv  rules  of  coniluct  which 
distinguished  our  anci'slors.  wlierc  shall 
w('  tiiid  them  so  well  preserved,  or  so 
advanl  igeoiislv  displayed,  as  in  that  ad¬ 
mirable  rt'posilory  of  moral  wisdom, 
“  Tlu*  Spectator."

Tinier  the  title  of  .Miscellaneous  Tapers 
slioiild  be  foiiiul  all  those,  of  which  no 
two  numbers  are  on  the  same  subject,  or 
of  like  nature  or  form. 

It  must  not  be  supposed,  that  the 
projected  arrangement  carri<*s  theslight- 
esl  insinuation  to  the  disadvantage  of 
works  now  published  in  periodical  num¬ 
bers.  Nothing  can  be  tarther  from  the 
proposer’s  meaning.  He  is  fully  aware, 
that  the  many  ingenious  publications 
coiHinnally  apjiearing  upon  this  plan, 
can  at  first  be  offered  to  the  world  in 
no  other  way  than  “  t  he  Spectator” 
itself  originally  was ;  however  they 
might,  after  completion,  gain  by  some 
chaiijre  in  tlie  order  of  their  mate- 
nais. 

But  lest  the  benefits  of  the  altera¬ 
tion  here  propos'd  should  not  be  so 
universally  obvious  as  the  writer  of  this 
essay  may  conceive,  it  will  be  proptT 
to  suggest  some  particulars  on  the  chief 
ends  it  may  be  expected  to  answer. 

I.  This  new  arrangement  is  first,  and 
principally,  to  he  considered,  as  it  re- 
H>ects  the  rising  generation,  in  that 
itate  of  pupillage  not  long  preceding 
mature  age.  W  hat  instructor  of  vouth, 
m.'ile  or  temale  ;  what  well  educated  pa¬ 
rent!  observant  of  the  natural  levity 
and  love  of  variety  which  marks  that 
season  ot  life,  does  not  see  strong  rea- 
5»)ns  for  desiring  to  check,  or  rt'press 
these  dispositions,  as  far  as  may  be,  in 
the  liU  rary  pursuits  of  those  committed 
to  their  charge  ;  especially  when  their 
studies  are  confined  to  their  own  lan¬ 
guage,  where  it  seems  easiest  to  indulge 
a  rambling  and  v<datih'  humour  of  read¬ 
ing  ?  W  ho,  in  recommending  any  es¬ 
say,  dissertation,  tale,  or  biographical 
sketch,  demanding,  perhaps,  scarcely 
an  .hour's  perusal,  vrould  wish  a  young 
person,  after  five  or  ten  minutes  read¬ 
ing,  to  quit  any  one  of  these  subjects, 
and  start  otf  to  another  perfectly  un¬ 
connected  with  it?  W’ould  not  this  Ik^ 
to  encourage  and  foster  that  d(‘sultory 
spirit  of  youth,  which,  when  become 
habitual,  constitutes  a  light  and  insigni¬ 
ficant  character. 

S.  ^olUiug  U,  perhaps,  of  greater 


consequence  in  the  culture  of  the  mind, 
than  to  acquire  true  ideas  of  w  hat  con¬ 
stitutes  a  “  whole”  in  any  literary  com¬ 
position,  or  production  in  the  fine  arU. 
Tut  how  is  this  to  be  done,  if,  ailer 
attending  to  one,  or  a  few  parts  only, 
the  mind  is  carried  away  to  some  nevf 
object,  ami  does  not  revert  lo  the  re¬ 
maining  parts  of  the  tir>l  till  they  may, 
ti(‘rhatis,  be  nearly  forgot  ten.  W  hat 
ideas  of  the  Venus  de  >1c‘dicis,  or  Apollo 
Relvidere,  could  he  obtained  by  an  ob¬ 
server,  who  should  at  tirst  contemplato 
only  the  face,  or  other  single  portion, 
of  either  of  these  cidehrated  master¬ 
pieces,  and  then  leaving  tin  in  in  order 
to  view  other  sculptures,  or,  })ossihly, 
specimens  of  painting  or  arcliiteclurc, 
shonld  return  to  noliee,  still  only,  some 
separate  portion  ot  his  Venus  or  .Apollo? 

W  onld  such  a  persun  ever  gain  any  just 
idea  t>r  knowledge  of  these  statues  ? 
Could  he  know  auy  thing  of  their  fine 
proportions,  of  tin;  fitness  of  their  seve¬ 
ral  parts  to  form  a  “  whole,”  or  ner- 
C(‘ivethat  liarmony  resulting  from  their 
conjunction,  whicli  constitute  the  chief 
beauty  and  merit  of  every  human  work  ? 

It  may  stvm  almost  too  obvious  to 
nieiitioii  how  hostile,  at  the  juvenile 
age  here  ]H)iiited  at,  a  desultory  man¬ 
ner  of  reading  is  to  close  attention,  to 
thinking  in  train,  to  the  comhining  of 
related  ideas,  and  to  reasoning  upon 
them;  ill  a  word,  how  serious  an  im- 
pediineul  it  raisi's  to  the  acquisition  of 
sound  judgineiit  and  true  Tiste  I 

W  itli  regard  to  propriety  of  conduct 
and  a  rra.sonahle  maimer  of  acting, 
or  of  thinking,  in  all  hiiinan  afVairt, 
whether  ordinary  or  extraordinary,  our 
command  of  the  h(‘.st  and  fittest  means 
for  llie  accomplishment  of  any  end  we 
propose,  depends  on  our  aptitude  to 
discover  the  nearest  relation  and  natu¬ 
ral  congrnities  wliich  subsist  between 
diiVereiit  things,  in  order  to  bring  theiu 
into  due  connexion  as  cause  and  eflect ; 
or  to  turn  them  to  whatever  use  for 
the  fiirlherance  of  our  views.  And  this 
aptitude  acquired,  in  its  highest  degree, 
i*  <  niH  chii'l’y  lo  consliluU!  the  great  su- 
piM'iority  of  om*  human  mind  over  an¬ 
other.  whether  in  the  businesses  of  ac¬ 
tive  life,  or  in  works  of  art  or  science. 
Whatever,  then  fore,  in  oiir  systems  of 
education,  has  a  tendency  to  di.scourage 
desnltoriiiess,  irregularity,  and  want  of 
melhod,  ami  to  foster  the  contrary  qua¬ 
lities  in  youth,  has  a  claim  to  the  ap¬ 
probation  ol  the  world,  and,  Ur  m

Ihin  principle  applies  to  the  new  nr* 
raiiccineot  of  matter  in  the  admirable 
book  in  question,  and  in  tiie  use  to  be 
made  of  it  toward  forming  the  juvenile 
mitid,  we  may  be  allowed  to  have  intro¬ 
duced  an  important  object  to  tlie  con- 
•ideratioQ  of  the  Loudon  booksel¬ 
lers. 

As  young  pcopl..  would  read  the 
Spcctitor,  arraiiginl  according  to  the 
pro|>oscd  plan,  much  more  profitably 
than  in  its  present  form,  it  is  scarcely 
doubted,  that  persons  more  advanced 
.will  experience  new  pleasure,  not  only 
in  reading  Uiese  papers  thus  newly  ar¬ 
ranged,  but  will  find  them  mure  im¬ 
pressive,  as  the  arguments  or  topics  of 
each  essay,  &'c.  wdl  come  more  col¬ 
lected  to  the  mind.  They  may  too  re¬ 
ceive  a  sensible  gratification  from  com¬ 
paring  the  different  eftects  upon  tlieni- 
aclves,  arising  from  the  dilVerent  me- 
tliods  of  piTusal «  and  still  a  more  inter¬

would  1^  a  further  recommendation  to 
the  edition,  newly  arranged,  if,  to  encii 
volume,  the  life  of  one  of  the  principal 
authors  were  prefixed;  provided  so 
many  as  eight  persons  ran  justly  lay 
claim  to  that  title. 

The  bcfct  notes  of  former  editors,  too, 
might  be  given,  with  no  inconsiderable 
addition  of  new  ones. 

Few  works  having  ever  been  more 
quoted,  or  alluded  to,  than  Ttu' 
bpectator,**  by  authors  of  every  de¬ 
scription,  it  is  often  desirable,  and  some¬ 
times  necessary,  on  that  account,  to 
turn  to  particular  |Nipers  or  passages. 
That  this  may  be  no  less  practicable 
in  the  new  arrangement  than  in  the 
old  one,  a  table  ot  contents  to  each  vo- 
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lumc,  and  an  index  to  the  last,  should  hi 
added.

{Trannlated  from  the  Latin.) 

SIR  ROWLAND  HILL, of  .Shropshire, 
a  good  and  a  wise  man,  late  Lord 
Mayor  of  London  (which  was  about 
anno  4  F.dward  Flth),  and  a  most 
worthy  representative  (or  consul)  of 
the  same,  who  tlourlshing  in  authority 
and  riches  in  the  times  of  King  Henry 
the  FI  nth  and  Edward  the  Vlth,  ao> 
quired  divers  lands,  estates,  and  pos- 
Missions,  and  all  these  with  a  safe  con¬ 
science,  and  without  any  injury  or  de¬ 
triment  to  others;  who  now  growing  ' 
old,  and  verging  towards  the  end  oT  ' 
his  life,  he  retired  from  business,  and 
content  with  his  condition  lived  to  hitn- 
sclf  in  quiet,  and  did  not  desire  or  wish 
for  more  t  moreover  he  performed  many 
good  works  :  he  maintained  a  great 
tainily ;  what  he  had  acquired  he  be¬ 
stowed  liberally,  and  gave  largely  to 
the  poor ;  he  gave  c.xhibitions  to  scho¬ 
lars  ill  both  universities  ;  maintained 
students  (in  the  law),  and  bestowed  mo¬ 
ney  on  other  pious  uses. 

He  had  no  children,  and  ihiTeforc  he 
divided  his  lands  and  his  possessions 
amon^rst  his  kinsfolk  and  his  relations. 
In  short,  the  fame  ol  his  actions  was 
ce,ualh‘d  by  his  piety,  and  he  continued 
the  remainder  of  his  life  in  watching, 
fear,  and  conleinplalions,  to  the  per¬ 
petual  honour  of  his  Supreme  God,  and 
to  the  everlasting  praise  of  his  own 
name.  156H,”  Arc,  i’C. 

Under  the  Latin  is  the  following  mot¬ 
to,  in  old  French  :  —

5)iithly,— Is  it  becoming  in  any  |>rrson 
mho  has*  not,  at  least,  uttered  one  tole¬ 
rable  joke  in  the  course  of  his  life,  to 
pretend  to  pass  judgment  on  an  article 
of  hiiinoiir?  The  coiislilulions  of  the 
majorily  of  mankind  render  them  ut¬ 
terly  insensible  to  wit,  and  utterly  iiii- 
consciuus  of  what  irony  means.  It  was 
well  observed  to  us  oner  in  the  way  of 
caution,  by  a  grave  old  gentleman  who 
is  still  connectcMl  svilh  a  l.ondon  news¬ 
paper,—**  these  iroiiirnl  article’s  are 
very  dangerous  thinjrs,  for  most  people, 
like  myself,  are  inained  to  take  them 
ill  earnest.”

That  Staliotiarj/  ani  hUtraordinary 
Vacciiiaton  he  chosen  by  the  Board. 

That  CorrtHpunJin^  V'accinat»>is  be 
appointed  by  the  Hoard :  or  by  llie  ia- 
habitaitUof  uUtant  purisheii  or  districts. 

That  the  present  ^'iaiiimtiry  Vac¬ 
cinators  be  continued,  upon  the  rcinii- 
lierative  conditions  under  vtliicb  they 
were  dioseii,  until  the  Board  shall  other- 
ssise  determine. 

That  Extraordinary  Vaccinators  be 
resident  within,  or  in  the  vicinity  of, 
the  Metropolis:  and,  that  each  of  them 
be  expected  to  sign  a  copy  of  the  fol¬ 
lowing  form  of  engugemenl :

And  every  person  who  shall  be  ap¬ 
pointed  as  herein  is  reronuneiuled,  will 
be  recognized  by  the  Board  as  a  Cor¬ 
responding  Eacrinator  of  the  National 
Vaccine  Establishment:  and  will,  ac¬ 
cordingly ,  receive,  free  of  expence,  the 
printeil  directions  of  the  Boara  relating 
to  Vaccination :  and,  at  all  limits,  ne¬ 
cessary  supplies  of  Vaccine  Lymph. 

The  Board,  also,  earnestly  solicit  the 
enliglitened  and  benevolent  Clergy  of 
tiie  United  Kingdom  and  its  dependen¬ 
cies,  to  exhort  their  parisbioners  fa- 
voiirably  to  receive,  and  justly  to  esti¬ 
mate.  the  blcA.'tiiig  providentially  |K>int- 
ed  out  for  immediate  security  against 
the  infection  of  bmall  Box,  .'ind,  even- 
taaliy,  for  tlie  total  eradication  of 
that  contagious,  loathsome,  and  fatal 
diseiise :  and,  particularly,  to  impress 
upon  their  miiuls,  the  speci.xl  duty  of 
the  dircclors  of  institutions  for  Hiv 
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kfncfil  ol  iiilanl  poor,  lo  obtain  for  Uie 
objrcti  of  their  charitable  atU  iUion, 
timely  and  proj>er  Vaccination. 

And  the  Board  solemnly  call  upon  all 
persons,  especially  the  Magistrates  of

The  Kihg  has  placed  at  the  disposal  of 
his  Home  Minister  certain  funds  for  th<? 
rcniuneralion  ntul  encouragement  of 
Vaccinators;  viz.  a  first  prize  of  the 
salucof.SOOO  francs,  two  second  prizes 
of  the  value  of  2U00  francs,  and  three 
others  of  10(K)  francs  each,  lo  he  given 
proportionally  to  tiiosn  who  have  vac¬ 
cinated  in  the  most  extensive  and  suc¬ 
cessful  manner;  besides  100  medals  for 
the  encouragement  of  those  who  addict 
themselves  i  xclu^rively  lo  the  practice 
and  iinproveinem  of  V'accination.  — 
Those  prizes  ami  rewards  are  to  he  dis¬ 
tributed  auiiually. 

A  CAUTION. 

In  order  to  prevent  the  imposition 
loo  freijuenlly  practised  hy  Ihc  toll-

NEW  PRINTINO  MACHINF. 

A  machine  has  biHjn  employed  for  the 
first  time  in  printing  a  Morning  News- 
jiaper.  The  '/  imes  atlirined,  that  the  ho¬ 
nour  of  the  invention  was  due.  to  a 
Saxon,  of  the  name  of  Kcenig.  'The 
J\'*ontich  Mercurp  asserts,  that  the 
palm  of  ingenuity  is  due  to  coniilry- 
ineii  of  our  own;  Mr.  Donkin,  of  Ber¬ 
mondsey,  and  Mr.  B.  M.  Bacon,  the 
])ri liter  of  that  provincial  journal. 

To  support  this  allegation,  it  is  shewn, 
that  thcsi*  parties  obtained  a  patent  for 
their  invention  in  December,  1813,  and 
a  prosjMN'Ins  descriptive  of  the  mature 
thereof  is  snhjoiiied  This  pa|>er  is  too 
long  for  us  to  copy,  but  the  following 
extract  will  prove  that  it  deserves  at¬ 
tention  ;  — 

“  The  oiijects  proposed  by  this  ma¬ 
chine  art‘ — 

“  First,  Mechanical  precision  of  ope¬ 
ration. 

“  Second,  A  great  increase  of  the 
kpei'd  of  printing. 

“  Third,  The  saving  of  skill,  labour, 
ami  expense. 

“  To  lliese  intents,  an  entirely  new 
principle  lias  been  adopted.  Contimiout 
lias  bcLMi  substituted  for  interrupted 
motion,  ami  all  Ibc  single  parts  of  laying 
the  sheet,  taking  and  distributing  the 
ink,  beating  the  form,  ami  performing 
the  pressure,  are  carrii'd  on  at  one  and 
the  same  instant,  without  the  interven¬ 
tion  of  a  moment’s  delay  in  any  of 
liiem.” 

Mr.  Bacon  says,  that  by  this  machine 
21  sheets  per  minute,  or  1440  sheets  per 
hour,  may  he  struck  oll‘. 

We  have  also  notice  of  another  patent 
machine,  for  printing,  which  is  quite 
ready,  and  which  is  said  to  be  less  com¬ 
plex,  more  speedy,  and  to  require  leM 
room. 

It  cannot  be  doubted,  but  that  these 
improvements  must  be  highly  service¬ 
able  to  the  art  of  printing,  and  parti¬ 
cularly  to  the  periodical  press.  . 

Without  aiming  to  detract,  in  the 
slightest  degree,  from  the  merit  of  those 
who  have  lately  brought  forward  this 
admirable  invention  in  London  and 
at  Norw'ich,  it  being  very  possible  that 
two  or  more  persons  may  unconsciously 
dt‘.\ise  a  siinilar  plan,  we  feel  it  due  to 
the  town  of  Biyinouth,  to  state,  tliat  one 
of  its  native;,  a  gentleman  of  conudir- 
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able  fcientiAc  Altainmrnts,  draco vered 
a  m'lrhine  of  the  same  kiMtl  about  ten 
ytnn  since,  ivhich  has  lirvMi,  and  .’dill  is, 
UM'd  by* a  tradesman  in  the  to^n  for 
|)riiiting  kis  bills,  tiftecj)  hundrt'd  of 
those  arc  worked  otV  with  e.is<*  iti  an 
hoiirt  and  the  machine  n'quirrs  nothing 
more,  tkan  thn  npulication  of  •rnratcr 
powers, .  to  eilect  all  (»rrforiiied  by  the 
inveution  before  alluded  to.

Such  is  the  at¬ 
tractive  quality  of  these  pills,  that  rats 
have  freipieutiy  been  known  to  e.at  them 
ill  the  presence  of  oliservers,  soon  at  lor 
they  were  deposited.

T.ow’  lands,  as  well  as  meadows,  may 
be  drained,  if  nut  .ill  at  once,  at  least 
by  degrees. 

In  the  first  place,  pits  must  he  dug  in 
file  Uiwcst  plan's,  of  four  or  five  feel 
sside,  and  seven  or  eight  feet  deep. 
The  earth  thrown  upon  the  sides  to  he 
afterwards  spread  over  the  surface,  and 
to  raise  it  a  tittle.  As  many  holes  may 
he  dug  as  we  choose,  because  the  morn 
there  are  of  them,  the  more  rapidly  ihc 
l.md  drains. 

From  one  pit  to  the  other  arc  dug 
small  ditches,  frtun  two  to  three  feet 
wide,  and  four  or  five  feet  deep.  .  The' 
pits  and  ditches  are  heaped  to  a  certaia 
height,  wdiich  is  detenuined  by  the  state 
of  the  soil,  with  rough  pieces’  of  stone,' 
so  that  the  water  may  filler  through  the. 
iutn*<tices. 

-Ahovc  this  bed  of  irregular  stones  is 
placed  a  base  of  flat  stone,  which  i* 
covered  with  the  earth  taken  from  the 
exeavatmns.  The  soil  can  ihtB  bo  cul¬ 
tivated  as  before.

HBKB  is  an  excellent  hint  in  tlie 
last  Quarterly  Review  for  the 
common-place  |>oets  of  the  day,  and 
their  poetical  jargon,  at  p.  b-',  and 
which,  if  atUMidiHl  to,  will  greatly  re¬ 
lieve  the  wearied  spirits  ot  their  rea¬ 
ders.  Their  obscure  inversions —their 
overcharged  oniaments — their  inherited 
phrases,  called  by  the  French  phrusea 
oisivetf  used  merely  as  botches  to  fill  up 
the  chasms  of  their  versci,  and  the  af¬ 
fectation  of  always  writing  ntronc;  Unvs^ 
even  without  sense  or  syntax,  all  these 
are  touched  thereby  the  hand  of  a  master. 

The  fine  arts  would  soon  be  reduced 
to  barbarism,  and  poetry  more  than  any 
other,  were  it  not  lh.it  a  man  of  g^Miius 
iH'casionally  rises  up  to  recall  us  hack  to 
truth  .md  nature.  VolUiire  gave  no  <juar- 
ter  to  that  affect;  3  and  absurd  Jargon 
which  dv'stroys  a!!  propriety  of  metaphor 
nnd  strength  of  sirntimenf,  nor  io  thal 
ridiculous  mivlurc  of  plain  uiul  poetical 
diction  wliieli  distignres  many  pure  ctun- 
poMtions;  and  he  halt'd  nothing  more 
than  when  doci  imation  and  bombast  were 
eiuploycd  to  raise  little  things  into  im¬ 
port  iner.  He  ridiculed  those  who  ac¬ 
company  every  word  with  an  epithet ; 
the  redundance  of  actual  poverty,  and 
the  adjective,  often  made  tfic  greatest 
enemy  to  the  substantive,  though  they 
agree  so  well  in  number  and  case.  He 
snys,  **  flood  authors  employ  no  more 
wit  than  is  necessary  t  their  tlioe^tsare 
never  far  fetched,  but  conceived  in  good 
sense  and  expressed  with  perspicuity  ;  at 
pivstmt,  our  writers  seem  to  deal  in  enig¬ 
mas.^  Nothing  is  simple,  but  every  thing

This  ex-  M 
p<»ition,  by  arresting  the  attention  of  9 
the  great  corn  growers,  at  length  drew  J 
from  the  Legislature  the  Act  ot  the  d  1st 
Geo.  HI.  prohibiting,  under  a  penalty  ■ 
of  500L  any  brewer  of  porier  or  ale  from  J| 
having  in  his  possession  honey,  liquo¬ 
rice,  vitriol,  qiia.ssia,  coculus  indicus, 
grains  of  paradise,  (J  uinea  pepper, &c.&f. 
lor  the  purpose  of  making  use  of  any  or 
all  of  these  articles  as  substitutes  for 
ninlt  and  hops. 

However  necessary  the  Act  in  ques¬ 
tion  hccaiiie,  in  order  to  put  an  effec¬ 
tual  stop  to  a  system  of  brewing,  whicli 
w  as  striking  at  the  very  foundation  of 
llie  agricnlturc  of  the  country,  render¬ 
ing,  in  a  measure,  abortive,  the  ex¬ 
ertions  of  nlmve  one  million  and  a  half 
of  persons,  who  are  daily  employed 
therein;  yet  it  became  doubly  so,  xvhen 
we  consiner  the  quality  anti  efiect  of 
those  ingredients,  operating  every  hour 
of  the  day  upon  the  constitutions  of 
perhaps  six  or  seven  millions  of  people: 
for  it  has  been  proved  by  the  tt‘sliiiiony 
of  some  of  tlie  ablest  medical  practi¬ 
tioners,  that  the  major  part  ot  those 
ingredients,  and  others  (which  might 
be  added)  not  named  in  the  Act,  are  so 
perfectly  deleterious,  that  however  mi¬ 
nutely  their  particles  may  he  separated 
in  reducing  uem  into  a  compound,  and 
finally  incorporating  them  into  the  great 
body  of  the  wort,  yet  no  process  short 
of  neutralizing  them  can  prevent  (by 
frequent  use)  their  operating  upon  the 
animal  functions  in  some  way,  and  at 
certain  times,  highly  injurious  to  the 
constitution.

lous  of  becoming  the  wife  of  a  worthy 
man,  supposes  sTie  has  found  such,  and 
relying  ou  his. faith  is  deceived  and  un¬ 
done— in  the  latter,  fortune,  education, 
fx|)erience,  all  concur  to  repel  the  se¬ 
ducer,  w  ho  more  generally  appears  in  that 
character atVer  marriage— we.  cannot  he¬ 
sitate  in  deciding  wliirh  most  excites 
our  pity  ;  and  iu  the  Tale  before  us,  wc 


find  Mr.  ,lones  turning  his  attention  t# 
the  cottage,  as  if  in  corroboration  of  our 
sciitimeiits.  To  tiiis  gentleman  we  think

“  That  it  is  a  vice  in  itself  revoking 
and  disgusting  to  a  rational  n^ind,  is 
too  geueruliy  evident  to  stand  in  need  of 
argument ;  but  its  distressing  conse- 
c^ueiices  are  so  various,  and  so  conclu- 
lively  felal,  that  to  exemplify  them, 
however  inadequately  as  a  repicsenla-

ftiil  fainter  would  the  conception  be  in 
others  from  a  description  so  imperfectly 
derived ;  but  tliat  the  heart  of  many  a 
parent,  many  a  husband,  has  lieen  bro¬ 
ken  by  the  accumulated  siirrow  and  an¬ 
guish  inflicted  by  this  opprobrious  vice, 
will  be  easily  believed  by  those  who 
have  at  all  attoded  to  the  passing  events 


of  their  own  time.” — The  Introduction  I

our  author,  “  bane  of  society  !  do 
slroycr  of  domestic  peace!  wlnt  ra* 
vagv's  dost  lliou  make;  in  Ihe  moral  .. 
world  ! — w'ilh  what  poisonous  wcedi  * 
dost  thr>!i  over-run  the  gardm  of  the 
human  civntiou  —  and  hosv  often  do’ 
wc  sev  the  fair  lily,  or  Ihe  blooming 
rose,  infected  by  their  pestiferous,  their 
blasting  intiuoJice,  droop  its  lovely  head, 
blighted  ere  its  beauties  are  maUirctl  I'’ 

“  1  was  some  time  a^o,”  he  proceeds, 

”  ou  a  visit  to  a  friend  in  the  country 
(whose  father  was  rector  of  the  parish), 
with  whom  1  had  been  a  fellow  stu¬ 
dent  ;  and  as  our  manners  and  habits 
of  reflection  were  in  a  great  degree 
similar,  we  were  accustomed,  in  our 
walks,  to  exchange  our  sentiments  on 
general  observations  ;  among  others,  1, 
one  day,  started  the  subject  of  Female 
Seduction  as  a  theme  of  discourse.

Tbf  curate  has  been  some  yean 
dead;  but  he  had  written  down  his 
sentimenti  on  this  subject  in  the  shape 
of  a  novel,  though  the  greater  part  of 
bis  matter  w;is  founded  in  fact,  and  in 
the  course  of  his  work  had  brieny  slated

I  had  occasion  {or  ra- 
I  Uier  made  it)  to  call  on  his  widow  the 
other  day,  to  whom,  in  n'spect  to  the 
memory  of  her  late  husband,  my  father 
alTords  a  iittie  occasional  assistance, 
and  I  found  her  taking  what  she  termed 
her  cordial;  it  wjis,  a  desultory  view 
and  perusal  of  her  husband’s  papers ; 
au4i  ihat  it  was,  indeed,  a  cord/a  \  evi¬ 
dently  appeared  in  her  eyes,  which  were 
filed  with  tears ;  among  these  papers 
she  turned  up  thoae  which  constituted 
the  work  1  have  just  mentioned ;  but  as 
the  ezpcuse  of  their  publication  would 
have  been  beyond  his  means,  they  had 
been,  latterly,  she  told  me,  neglected, 
and  accidents  of  one  kind  brlothcr  had 
detached  and  destroyed  many  parts  of 
them  ;  but  that  which  related  to  the 
misfortune  of  his  own  family  was  en¬ 
tire ;  and  if  you  arc  not  disinclined, 
we  will  look  in  and  request  the  perusal 
of  it." — We  did  so— and  having  taken  a 
hasty  glance  .at  the  MS.,  and  being 
flattered  by  its  congeniality  of  sense  and 
spirit  with  my  owa  sentiments  on  this 
modhh  vice,  I  requested  permission  of 
the  widow  to  take  it  home  for  perusal  ; 
to  which  she  readily  consented,  allowing 
me  the  full  right  of  disposal  — a  right 
which  I  exercised  in  supplying  the  mu¬ 
tilated  passages,  aud  giving  a  regular 
comicxiuu  to  the  w  hole — and  conceiving 
ii  may  be  found  in  some  dc'grce  worthy 
of  the  public  eye,  I  respectfully  submit 
it  to  its  superior  discernment,  pre¬ 
suming  that  ill  the  mind  of  the  moral 
and  humane  reader  the  correspondent 
tendency  of  the  work  will  atone  for  the 
faults  and  imperfections  of  its  execu¬ 
tion.” 

The  Preface  merely  announces  a  Mo¬ 
ral  Tale,  on  which  the  author  has  be¬ 
stowed  none  of  the  modern  embellish- 
nieuts  of  moated  castles,  usurping  ba¬ 
rons,  human  skeletons,  blood-rusted 
4*ggcrs  or  bleeding  ghosts,  made  more 
horrific  by  the  midnight  bell.  Such  ma¬ 
terials,  however  ingeniously  displayed, 
he  considers  as  tending  to  no  profitable 
Of  effective  end— as  the  mirror  they 
■fford  to  vice  cannot  reflect  tlic  form 
•Jid  manners  of  the  present  day.  In 
thus  nreferriiig  the  cause  of  virtue  to 
Uie  fasciaalioiis  of  horror,  he  supposes 


he  risks  his  interest,  and  probably  hb 
reputation  as  a  novelist— why  repeat 
that  virtue  is  commendable  and  vice 
odious — need  nnidcrs  such  common- 
pi  ice  information.  —  “  All  know  it,** 
he  procivds,  “  hut  all  arc  not  influ¬ 
enced  by  their  knowledge  !  Too  many 
thiTc  are  who  listen  to  it  as  to  a  tale 
thrice  told,  and  turn  .aside  to  the  allure¬ 
ments  of  the  voluptuous  goddess  and 
her  licentious  train,  till  they  b(*come 
s|K'lI-bound  to  an  insidious  and  sur¬ 
prising  ruin !— What  then  does  the  au¬ 
thor  propose  to  himself?  The  possi¬ 
bility  that,  however  he  may  fail  in 
attempting  the  reformation  of  vice,  he 
may  succeed  in  the  encoumgement  and 
coiifirmution  of  virtue,  by  reflecting  her 
amiable  image,  and  rendering  her  more 
conscious  of  her  charms.  Such  is  the 
desired  end  of  his  humble  lalmurs, 
though  nothing  can  be  less  probable  than 
that  he  will  be  ever  conscious  of  hif 
success." 

The  sub-title  of  “  The  Two  Cupids,*’ 
Mr.  J.  thinks,  will  he  fully  understood 
by  ckossical  readers :  he,  however,  in¬ 
forms  those  who  are  not,  that  there  were 
two  Cupids— the  different  sons  of  Jupiter 
and  Venus  and  of  Nox  and  Erebus, 
**  the  distinguishing  spirit  of  which 
the  author  has  attempted  to  exemplify 
in  the  course  of  his  moral  and  familiar 
story." 

It  scorns  almost  unnecessary  to  say 
more  in  favour  of  these  volumes,  after 
thus  permitting  the  writer  to  explain  hit 
owm  praise-worthy  motives  in  composinr 
them*  yet  we  think  justice  demands 
that  we  should  add,  they  consist  of  a 
succession  of  interesting  and  affecting 
events,  connected  with  a  variety  of 
contrasted  characters,  each  of  the  former 
gradually  leading  to  the  disgrace  and 
punishment  of  vice  and  the  reward  of 
virtue.  We  therefore  recommend  them 
to  the  public  as  a  valuable  little  work, 
and  worthy  of  being  considered  by  alt 
families,  in  which  there  are  juvenile 
readers,  as  a  detidcratum  supplied.

In  truth,  a  re  nlvr  inclined  to 
criticise  without  due  rclle.  tion,  is  too 
apt  to  suppose,  that  a  writer  of  .'tnch  a 
liit,  w  hose  attention  i«  extended  t(»  near¬ 
ly  seven  hundred  persons,  ought  lo  h  ivc 
as  minute  a  Knowledge  of  all  <*f  them, 
as  he  hinisrdf  has  of  I  w  o  or  llirt'e  ac¬ 
quaintances  wilii  wliom  he  lives  in  habits 
of  daily  intercourse,  or  with  whom  per¬ 
haps  he  has  beim  brought  up  from  the 
cradle.  That  this  is  impossible;  and, 
that  it  would  only  lead  to  liresome  pro¬ 
lixity  were  it  (lossible,  must  strike  every 
•ngacious  censurcr.  Besides,  of  w  hat  is 
known,  much,  that  it  may  be  venial  to 
relate  in  coiivertation,  stands  on  too  un¬ 
certain  authority  to  t>o  committc'd  t(r 
print,  i'omc  may  be  angry,  that  more 
IS  not  said  about  tiieir  tumily  and  con¬ 
nexions,  who  yet.  had  thc>  been  applied 
to,  would  have  treated  tliu  application 
with  contempt  or  neglect.

It  is  said  that  this  1‘oem  was  under 
taken  long  before  “  Itokcby,”  and  thal 
its  •ubjccl  was  a  favourite  one  with  the 
Author,  at  a  very  early  period  of  hii 
poetical  carter.  Tlie  latter  nport,  cl 
least,  is  not  nt  all  improbatde ;  for  vhat 
poet  oT^'rotland  is  there,  from  Bai  ltour 
to  Burns,  who  has  not,  at  some  lime 
or  other,  Ix  en  fired  wilh  tb<*  uh'a  of 
celebrating  the  heroic  d^eds  of  Boh  'rt 
Bruce,  the  deliverer  of  hii  country 
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5»if h  1  thfme  haT^  had  very  potent 

rlaiiiis  on  the  atlenlion  of  Mr.  Scott, 
refcrrins;,  as  it  does,  to  those  times  of 
rhivHlry  nhich  it  has  ever  Ikimi  his  dc- 
|i;:ht  to  contemplate,  mid  presenting 
seines  with  which  his  ftTtilc  and  well- 
stored  fancy  has  been  long  fumiliar.  It 
his  the  attraction  also  oi  presenting  a 
nobler  class  of  characters,  than  any  of 
his  former  subjects ;  and  of  exciting  in¬ 
terest  by  a  train  of  striking  and  glorious 
events,*  very  siiscept'ihle  of  tictitioiis 
ornament.  It  is  no  wonder,  then,  that 
after  exercising  his  powers  on  a  work  of 
a  totallv  different  character,  Mr.  ?cotl 
should  have  resumed  this  undertaking 
with  redoubled  vigour:  and  catching, 
as  it  were,  a  slmin  of  loftier  inspiration 
among  the  wilds  where  Ossian  sung, 
should  have  completed  it  in  a  style 
more  uniformly  excellent  than  that  of 
his  other  works.

The  Poem  is  written  in  the  Author's 
accustomed  measure,  each  canto  being 
preluded  by  a  few  Spcmseri.in  stanzas, 
the  solemn  march  of  which  serves  to 
give  a  lively  effect  to  the  more,  rapidly- 
tlowing  mimliers  in  which  the  story  is 
told.  At  the  coinniencoinenl  of  the 
first  canto,  there  is  a  kind  of  morning 
sahitation,  sung  by  the  minstrels  in  the

Much  td  the  scenery  is  heaiilifully  exe¬ 
cuted,  particularly  the  first  scene,  repre¬ 
senting  the  t 'alley  of  Diamonduy  anil  Xlwi 
last.  The  Palace  of  Pantomime.  Several 
of  the  tricks  are  good  ;  but  the  piece  is 
allogelher  too  long,  and  will  bear  cur¬ 
tailment  without  sutt'ering  any  loss,  'fhe 
scenery  did  not  work  so  freely  as  it 
should  have  done,  but  practice  will 
make  perfect  in  this  rcs|)ect.

'1  he 
scenery  is  very  beautiful,  the  tricks  nu¬ 
merous  and  well  managed,  and  the  ge¬ 
neral  complexion  of  the  piece  such  as  to 
ensure  good  half  price  hoiis<*s.  ib'yoad 
that  the  Managers  do  not  look.  Tl^as-

— This  even¬ 
ing  Miss  Ltdia  Kki  i.v,  who  performed 
two  years  ago  at  the  tyceum,  and  who 
has  since  acquired  eminence  in  the  art 
cm  the  Edinburgh  stage,  was  the  candi¬ 
date  for  public  favour  ;  and  on  no  occa¬ 
sion  was  anxiety  greater,  in  hopes  that 
at  length  Mr.  Kean  might  have  a  youth¬ 
ful  actress  on  the  same  boards  with  him, 
worthy  of  his  juiwerful  talents,  and  en¬ 
dowed  with  the  qualities  of  pt*rson,voice, 
and  passion,  at  once  to  present  to  the 
sp«*ctators  the  image  of  the  Poet's  fancy, 
and  to  animate  the  soul  of  the  enamour¬ 
ed  lover.  1  he  young  Lady  is  uncom¬ 
monly  hcaulifnl  in  |>erson,  of  the  middle 
stature,  fiiielv  formed,  with  .an  espres- 
sive  eye,  and  a  face  of  the  most  engag¬ 
ing  swi‘etiie.s«.  Her  entry,  though  she 
has  been  .accustoimnl  to  the  stage,  was 
too  dreadful  a  step  for  a  timid  nature  to 
undertake  without  dismay.  She  was 
greeted  with  the  most  animating  whI- 
come,  hut  she  was  e.vireinely  agitated. 
Her  palpitation  wras  affecting,  and  tlie 
spoettTors  felt  the  seasonable  kindness  of 
Mrs.  Prcrcton,  who  iiistantiy  advanced 
to  her  relief,  and  with  soothing  en¬ 
couragement  drew  her  forward  to  make 
her  obedience,  which  she  did  with  grace¬ 
ful  modesty,  ^he  was  uncommouly  well- 
dressed,  and  her  elegant  figure  highly 
prepi'ssessed  every  one  in  her  favour. 
This  first  KMitiment  was  heightened  bv 
the  sweetness  and  propriety  with  which 
•he  delivered  her  first  few  speeches  in' 
that  scene,  as  well  as  iu  the  mastjuerade 
•cene  which  followed. 

Before  the  end  of  the  first  Act,  it  was 
ascertained  that  the  awe  of  a  situation 
so  perilous  to  a  youthful  heart,  seusibly 
adected  her  voice,  aod  that  which  is 


usually  discovered  in  a  s/ivgcr,  undrt 
the  oppression  of  alarm,  happened  aUo 
to  her,  that  of  speaking  occasionally  oat 
of  tune,  and  not  possessiug  tha  power  of 
just  and  perfect  modulation.  This.wai 
observable  in  several  of  her  sentences, 
by  her  rising  into  a  treble^  not  iu  har¬ 
mony  with,  her  natural  tones,  and  which 
the  audience  remarked  with  pleasure  she 
could  avoid  when  in  quiet  pos$e.ssion  of 
her  powers.  These  instances  of  using 
the  higher  notes,  were  occasioned  by  tho 
excess  of  tremor ;  and  to  this  all  expe ri- 
ejiced  cars  referred  them.  The  quality 
of  her  voice  is  not  |>crhaps  so  rich  anil 
powerful  as  the  impassioned  parts  of 
tragedy  may  require ;  but  there  were 
passages  delivered  with  a  degree  of  force, 
and  clearness  of  intonation,  that  con¬ 
vince  us  of  her  pos.scssing  the  organic 
faculty  of  touching  the  heart,  by  the 
sensibility  and  charm  of  enunciation. 
Self-possession,  which  will  be  acquired 
by  the  cncoiirageniciit  of  each  sucrossivt 
audience,  will  give  her  the  power  of 
pitching  her  voice  to  the  just  area  of  the 
Theatre,  and  of  di.spluying  the  full  ex¬ 
tent  and  variety  of  her  power.  In  this 
first  essay,  the  most  delightful  part  of  her 
representation  was  in  the  scenes  of  unaf¬ 
fected  tenderness  and  courtship.  Her 
manner— her  expressions— her  langUtVge 
in  the  garden  scene,  were  all  exquisitely 
in  character— marked  by  feminine  sweel- 
ness  and  unafl’eclcd  love.  Every  glance 
and  gesture  sprung  from  the  just  senti¬ 
ment  of  the  poet — and  Homeo  had  be¬ 
fore  him  an  object  to  inspire  the  pas.sioii 
which  he  professed,  and  to  give  reality 
to  the  illusion  of  the  scene.  In  the 
fine  descriptive  speech  witli  which  she 
drinks  the  Fri.'ir's  opiate,  she  also  dis¬ 
played  herself  to  advantage.  It  was  here 
that  we  heard  her,  with  suti.sfactioii,  use 


the  low  er,  which  is  the  better  part  of  her 
voice,  with  great  judgment.  She  exhi¬ 
bited  the  striking  picture  of  her  appro-  ^ 
bended  terror  in  the  vault  of  her  aiices-’  \ 
tors  with  fine  theatrical  art,  and  gave 
promising  proof  of  the  extent  and  vo*  ; 
lume  of  her  voice,  when  indulgence  shall 
bring  her  to  its  full  developement.  V:

own,  she  did  not  come  up  to  our  hopes 
in  iiHerest  and  emotion.  Here  we  can¬ 
not  help  thinking,  that  she  has  been,  by 
some  misjudging  friend,  tutored  into  a 
constraint  of  her  natural  feelings— for 
her  scene  with  the  A*ursr  convinced  us 
that  she  possesses  naturally  a  disposition

But  some  starch¬ 
ed  prudery  has  been  cmnloycd  to  restrain 
what  outfit  to  spring  from  the  impiiUes 
of  a  heart  like  JuUeVt,  when  hanging 
oyer  the  convulsed  frame  of  a  belovc<l 
and  dying  husband.  To  behold  in  that 
roomenl  the  distracted  fondness  of  the 
wife,  abandoning  herself  entirely  to  the 
object  of  her  soul,  giving  way  to  the 
most  impetuous  gesticulation  of  grief, 
and  to  toe  most  touching  acta  of  affec¬ 
tion  driven  to  despair,  is  to  behold  the 
piercing  and  unutterable  anguish  of  the 
Kene,  imagined  by  the  alteration  of  the 
immortal  Poet  in  this  part,  and  which  is 
left  without  words  for  the  Actress  to 
supply.  No  wanton  inference  is  drawn 
by  the  spectator  from  the  just  and  adc- 
quatedtninealionof  this  tenderness ;  but, 
on  the  contrary,  when  wc  see  the  heart¬ 
rending  emotions  of  Miss  O’Neill,  in  this 
parovysm,  wc  fc'el  convinced  of  the  pu¬ 
rity  of  the  bosom  from  which  the  true 
image  of  affection  springs’.  It  is  only 
restraint  in  such  a  position  that  is  suspici¬ 
ous,  for  conscience  does  make  cowards 
of  us  all.” 

We  have  spoken  thus  freely  of  Miss 
L.  Kelly’s  performance  of  the  last  and 
best  scene  of  the  part  of  Jw/iV/,  because 
there  she  failed  in  exhibiting  the  warm 
and  ardent  passion  by  which  her  feelings 
ought  to  have  been  roused  into  a  disre¬ 
gard  of  surrounding  objects — for  ilought 


ever  to  be  the  first  sensation  in  the  his¬ 
trionic  art,  that  tlie  painting  of  the  pas 
fioii  is  totally  unconuected  with,  and  iu- 
depeudeiit  oi,  auditors  or  spectators. 

Mr.  Ke;iii  had  by  no  means  recovered 
the  full  possession  of  his  voice.  He  la¬ 
boured  under  the  obstacle  of  hoarseness, 
which  very  much  affected  his  delivery 
of  the  exquisitely  l>eautifiil  language  of 
love.

I  have  the  honour  to  ncqii.nint  your 
EiCfllenry.  th;it  I  sailed  from  l*enob»cot 
Hay,  with  the  brigade  you  wa<  pleased  to 
place  under  my  command,  consisiing  of  a 
detachment  of  the  royal  artillery,  with  n 
bowitser,  the  battalion  companies  of  the 
VOth  refiinent,  and  a  party  of  the  7th  batta¬ 
lion  60th,  on  the  morning  of  the  9th  iiiHiaat  | 
and  arrived  at  Buck's  llarbour,  about  lU 
niln  from  this  place,  on  the  following  even¬ 
ing.— As  the  enemy  fired  sevend  alarm  guns 
OB  oar  approaching  the  shore,  it  was  evident 
be  was  apprehensive  of  an  attar  kt  1  there¬ 
fore  deemed  it  expedient  to  disembark  the 
Inmps  with  as  little  deLiy  ns  possible;  and 
Captain  Hyde  Parker,  commanding  the 
naval  force,  appointed  Captain  Stanfell  to 
superintend  this  duty,  and  it  was  executed 
by  that  oflirer  with  the  utmost  promptitude 
and  decision. 

Upon  reaching  the  shore,  1  ascertained 
thif  there  was  only  a  pathway  tlirough  tlie 
woods  bv  w  hich  w  e  could  advance  and  take 
Fort  O'llrien,  and  the  battery  in  reverse;

I  have  received  from  OeoenI  Drummond, 
reporting  the  result  of  a  sortie  mada  by  llm

American  army  were  at  length  repnhed 
with  great  loss,  by  the  intrepid  valoor  of 
the  division  of  troops  under  the  General's 
command.  A  ropv  of  General  De  Watte- 
vllle's  report,  and  the  return  of  killed, 
wounded,  and  miming  on  the  occasion,  am 
annexed  ;  and  although  in  this  affair  wa 
have  suffered  a  considerable  hsss,  it  w  III  ba 
satisfactory  to  learn,  that  Genehil  Diwm- 
mond  represents  the  conduct  aud  spirit  dis¬ 
played  by  the  officers  and  men  engaged, 
as  deserving  of  his  highest  coromeiidatloo. 

Extract  from  General  Drummond  to  Sir 

O,  Prevost,  dated  Camp  before  Fort  Eria^ 

September  19. 

My  letter  to  your  Excellency,  of  the  l7tb, 
gave  a  short  account  of  the  result  of  an  at¬ 
tack  made  by  the  enemy  on  my  batteries 
and  position  on  that  day.  1  have  now 
the  honour  to  transmit  a  copy  of  Major- 
general  De  Watteville's  report,  together 
with  n  return  of  killed,  wounded, and  mis- 
siog. 

To  the  information  which  you  will  de¬ 
rive  from  those  documents,  I  have  to  add, 
that  ns  soon  as  the  firing  was  heard  I  pro- 
eeerled  towards  the  advance,  and  found  Ike 
troops  had  moved  fn»m  camp,  and  the 
Royals  and  89th  had  been  pushed  by  Gene¬ 
ral  De  Watteville  into  the  wood  on  the 
right  towards  No.  3  battery,  and  that  the 
82d  was  moving  to  the  support  of  the 
batteries  on  the  left.  At  this  moment  It 
was  reported  to  roe  that  the  enemy  had 
gained  possession  of  batteries  No.  2  and  S, 
and  that  our  troops  were  falling  bark — a 
report  sshich  the  approach  of  the  fire  con¬ 
firmed  (your  Excellency  will  have  In  re¬ 
collection  that  the  wliule  line  of  operations 
lay  in  a  thick  wood)  i  1  immediately  di¬ 
rected  Licutennnt-rolonel  Campbrll  to  de¬ 
tach  one  wing  of  the  6th  regiment  to  support 
the  82d,  in  an  attack  wh’ch  I  ordered  to  ha 
made  for  the  recovery  of  battery  No.  2. 
I  directed  General  De  Wallevllle  to  super¬ 
intend  this  movement ;  GenernI  Slovin  tO'ik 
the  direction  of  the  troops  and  gubs  left 
in  reserve.

No.  and  very  much  derided  the  precipitate 
retrngrade  movement  made  by  the  enemy 
from  the  didVrent  points  of  our  position, 
of  which  he  had  gained  u  short  possession. 
Cirneral  lie  Watteville  reports  most  fnvour- 
ahly  of  the  steadiness  evinced  by  the  1st 
battalion  Royal  Scots,  under  Lieutenant-

SIY  lORD, 

Upon  the  arrival  of  the  rrinforcementi 
from  the  (laronne,  I  lost  no  time  in  a.osem. 
bling  three  brigades  on  the  frontier  of  Lnwrr 
Canada,  extending  from  the  River  Richeliri 
to  the  St.  Law  rence ;  and  in  forming  then 
intoadivision,  under  thecnminnnd  of  Mnjo^ 
general  De  Rottenburg,  for  the  piirpo>eof  it. 
currying  into  elfect  his  Royal  Highness  the  '% 
Prince  Regent's  commands,  which  had  beet 
conveyed  to  me  by  your  Lordship  in  your 
despatch  of  the  .3d  of  June  lust.-— As  the 
troops  concentrated  and  approached  the  line 
of  separation  between  this  province  and  the 
United  States,  the  Ainerirnn  army  nhan. 
dotted  its  entrenched  camp  on  the  River 
Chazy,  at  Champlain  ;  a  position  I  imme¬ 
diately  seized,  and  occupied  in  force  oo 
the  .3(1  instant.  'I’he  following  day  the 
whole  of  the  left  division  advanced  to  the 
village  of  (’hazy,  without  meeting  the  least 
opposition  from  the  enemy. 

On  the  5>h,  it  halted  within  right  miles  of 
this  place,  having  •‘urmnunted  the  difficpltin 
created  hy  the  ohstriictiohs  in  the  road  from 
the  felling  of  trees,  and  the  removal  of 
bridges.  'I'iie  next  day  the  division  moved 
upon  l*lalt«burg,  in  two  columns, on  parallel 
roads;  the  right  column,  led  by  Major- 
general  Powers's  brigade, ».npporled  by  four 
companies  of  light  infantry,  and  a  drmi- 
brigade,  under  Major-general  Robinson ; 
the  left  by  Major-e.rneral  Brisbane's  bri¬ 


gade. — 3'he  enemy’s  militia,  supported  by 


bis  regulars,  attempted  to  impede  the  ad¬ 
vance  of  the  right  column,  but  were  driven 
before  it  from  all  their  positions,  and  tlie 
eoliimn  enteri'd  Plattsbiirg.  This  rapid 
movement  having  reversed  the  strong  po¬ 
sition  taken  up  hy  the  enemy  nt  Dead  i'rerk, 
it  was  precipitately  ah.andoned.by  liim,  and 
his  gun  boats  alone  left  tn  defend  the  ford, 
and  to  prevent  onr  restoring  the  bridges,

pnie.  ifO  puns;  Thunderer,  it>i;uns;  Pre¬ 
ble,  7  guns;  10  gun-hoais,  14  gum),  ar 
anchor  out  of  gun  shot  from  the  shore,  con- 
•bting  of  u  <411  p,  a  brig,  a  schooner,  a  sloop, 
uiid  ten  gun-boats.  1  immediately  commu¬ 
nicated  the  circumstance  to  t'aptain  Downie, 
who  had  been  recently  appointed  to  com- 
niaod  the  vessels  on  Lake  ('hamplain,  con- 
fisting  of  a  ship,  a  brig,  isvo  sloops,  and 
twelve  gun  boats  (the  Conliance,  .Stiguns; 
Linnet,  18  guns*  Broke,  10  guns;  Shan- 
roil,  10  guns;  l>J  gun-boats,  16  guns) ;  and 
requested  his  co-operation,  and  in  the  mean 
time  batteries  were  constructed  for  (he 
guns  brought  from  the  rear. 

On  the  morning  of  the  11th,  our  flotilla 
w  as  sirn  over  the  isllimus  which  joins  t’um- 
herlnnd  Head  with  the  main  land,  ileeriiig 
for  PlatOburg  Bay.  I  immediately  or- 
d*'red  that  part  of  the  brigade,  under 
Major  general  Kobin-oii,  which  had  been 
hi  ought  forward,  consisting  of  four  light 
infantry  companies,  3tl  battalion  ‘.^7th  and 
7t>fh  legiinents,  and  Major-general  Powers’s 
brigade,  consisting  of  the  ‘iil,  5tii,  l>t  hattn- 
lion)(7th  and  .'>8th  regiments,  to  force  (he 
ford  oV  the  Saranac,  and  advance,  pro¬ 
vided  with  scaling  ladders,  to  escalade  the 
enemy’s  works  upon  the  heights;  this  force 
was  placed  under  the  rommand  of  Major- 
general  Bobinson.  4  he  Lafteries  opened 
their  tire  (he  instant  (he  ships  engngt'd. 

It  is  now,  with  deep  conrern,  I  inform 
your  Lordship,  that,  notwithstanding  the 
intrepid  valour  with  which  Captain  Downie 
led  his  flotilla  into  acliun,  my  most  sanguine 
hopes  of  complete  success  were  not  long 
afterwards  blasted,  by  a  combination,  ns 
it  appeared  to  us,  of  unfortunate  events, 
to  which  naval  warfare  is  peculiarly  ex¬ 
posed.  Scarcely  h.ad  his  Majesty’s  troops 
forci'd  a  pa-sage  across  the  Saranac,  and 
a«rended  the  height  on  which  stand  the 
enemy’s  works,  when  1  had  the  extreme 
mortification  to  hear  (he  shout  of  victory 
from  the  enemy’s  w’orks,  in  consequence 
of  the  Biliish  flag  being  lowered  on  hoard 
the  Confianreand  Linnet;  and  to  see  our 
gun-hoats  seeking  their  safety  in  flight. 
Tih  unlonk<*d-for  event  depriving  me  of 
the  rn-operalion  of  (he  fleet,  without  which 
the  further  prosecution  of  the  service  was 
become  impiarticahle,  I  did  not  hesitate  to 
arrest  the  course  of  (he  troops  advancing 
to  the  attack,  because  the  most  complete 
success  would  have  been  unavailing,  and  the 
pos«es»inii  of  (he  enemy’s  works  oll'ered  no 
advantage  to  compensate  for  the  loss  we 
snii-t  have  sustained  in  acquiring  possession 
of  them.

into  rebellion  four  provinces,  and  the  peti- 
pic  sulTered  what  I  cannot  bear  to  ex|jre‘L 
I  ordered  iny  generals  to  go  again-t  fhein; 
and  ;ifl»'r  eight  years  roiillict,  they  redurrd 
them  lo  siihjectinn.  I  Imped  that  thenre- 
forward  I  should  have  enjoyed  perpetujd 
pleasure  and  pr'aee  with  iny  rliildreii  tha 
people.  Unexpectedly,  on  the  Otb  of  the 
hlh  moon  [^epl.  2,  IHI.sj,  the  sect  of  7Vcn-/e, 
(i.e.  C'ele<<tinl  (tc.Tson  liliiminad^  a  banditti 
of  vagabonds,  created  disturbance,  and 
cauKti  much  injury,  from  tbg  distiicl  of 
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tWa)^.Tfuro«  tn  th<*  province  of  Pr-che  ir, 
lolhr  liisirict  Tsoou  Shan-luu|f.  1  h:i»- 
IfUfH  lo  order  \N  an,  ihc  Viirroy  of  P«  kin, 

(n  lead  forth  an  urtny  lo  exfrnnliiatc  iIumu, 
and  to  rciloiy  |»eacr.  This  nllair  was  yet  at 
Ike  diklaiict*  of  a  ihontand  lx  inilts). 
Hut  (>udd>^ly,  on  the  5tli  of  the  tnoon,  the 
rrhrllion  arose  under  my  own  urin.

'I'he  Fiupen»r  hiin«<eir  was  to  have  arrived 
from  lehol  on  (he  day  (he  nttack  was  made, 
and  it  is  supposed  the  object  was  to  take  his 
life;  h.id  (his  succeeded,  his  elder  hrothec 
would  (irobnhiy  have  been  Mibinitted  to, 
by  the  coiiutry,  without  opposition.  'Ihe 
I'imperor,  however,  remained  to  amuse  him¬ 
self  a  day  longer  Ilian  was  expected;  nnd 
thus  escaped  the  fate  to  which  th«  conspira¬ 
tors  had  devoted  him.  I  he  Chinese  say,  re* 
specting  his  escape,  that — *’  Mo-fei  Teen 
uing  It  was  unquebtionably  by  (lie  decree 
of  Heaven.  W  hen  Ihe  above  circumsinnees 
were  reported  to  the  I'iinperor,  he  w  rote  and 
published  the  paper  already  given.  It  is 
said  that  several  attempts  on  his  life  have 
lately  been  made:  one  by  means  of  poison 
mixed  in  a  cap  of  ging-en,  which  lie  de- 
dined,  and  gave  to  his  page,  who  died  soon 
after.  Another  by  means  of  contriving  to 
convert  his  pipe  into  a  rocket:  it  went  o|f 
ere  he  put  the  pipe  to  his  mouth,  while  he 
was  intent  on  reailing  a  despatch.  It  ii 
said,  liiat  he  rose  and  kicked  to  death  the 
man  who  presented  the  pipe  lo  him.  I’he 
people  tell  an  aneedoie  of  liiin,  which  seenvu 
to  indirate  his  being  a  good-tempered  man. 
Last  year  he  had  ocensiou  to  he  displeased 
with  his  elder  brother  already  mentioned. 
He  spoke  harshly  on  the  occasion,  and  said, 
C/iaif  ko  she  shinma  tungsfe  !  “  What  kind 
of  a  thing  is  this !”  His  elder  brother  over¬ 
heard  this,  and  said,  A  thing  ! — Fll  tell 

\ou  what  a  thing  1  am — 1  am  Ihe  son  of  tha 
laoperor  Keen-lung,  nnd  aoi  Kea-king's 
elder  brother.  Now  do  you  speak  out  and 
sav  what  ‘  thing''  \ou  consider  me.”  Tlio 
quarrel  lasted  for  several  day*,  (he  elder 
brother  insisting  that  the  F.mperor  should 
•peak  out.  Finally,  Kea-kit:g  finding  that 
he  could  not  appease  his  brother  in  any  other 
way,  fell  down  on  hif  knees  and  Ra'd,  **  Few 
are  mtf  venerable  t  Ider  brother— -mxf  renerabU 
rider  brother  /**  The  brother  then  euibraccd 
him,  and  they  became  friends  for  IV  tiui« 
bcin^.  It  ii  s:ud  that  the  Jimperor,  tliuu{h 
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lie  krM  rverv  rrMon  td  chari^  treiiAoo  on  liis 
brntKrr,  d«*oi  not  darr  ii>  procrrd  to  take 
lii«  lift*  (  it  ill  »o  rrpitfnant  to  the  feeling  of 
ttie  nMiiun  to  lake  an  ci.n r.n  brother's  life. 
The  I'.inpernr,  after  his  arrival  at  Fekin, 
displaced  several  nf  his  ministers. 
kwel  the  first  IVa-sanjf,  (or  as  called  by 
enarirsy  Co-lao )  was  removed  ;  and  Sun|;< 
laflim,  the  friend  of  the  i'nf;lisU  F.inbaviy, 
pnt  ill  his  place.  The  emperor  also  put  to 
death  eighteen  or  twenty  of  bis  euouchs.  In 
almost  every  province,  troops  to  the  amount 
•f  fi<),l)(it)  were  railed  out  to  attack  the 
r^iels,  or,  as  the  I'liincse  yet  continue  to 
call  them,  roifteii ;  — lot  they  do  not  wish 
lo  consider  the  rebellion  as  of  any  cunse- 
qiienre.  The  rebellion  be^tan  in  Sliann^* 
t4in|r^  where  a  famine  prevailed:  tho>e  who 
wished  to  overturn  the  f[;o«eriiaient  laid  hold 
of  this  circiimstaiice.  It  was  such  a  con* 
enrrence  that  overturned  the  dynasty  Miiif. 
In  Shrii)|(*tun)t,  the  rebels  seized  on  three 
disiiicikin  Fe-rhe-le,  and  on  three  distr.els 
in  ilo'iiau.  I'liey  put  lo  death  ihe  ollicers 
of  those  districts,  and,  as  the  Chinese  per* 
fist  in  nniruiinft,  eat  their  desli.  Coih>ider* 
able  qunniitiev  nf  human  tlesh  were  eaten 
by  the  famishin*  people.  Fhey  even  j;o  so 
far  Ok  to  say,  that  it  was  carried  about  for 
•ale.  One  of  the  lenders  ill  Slianp^dun^.  w  as 
by  the  fovrrnnient  said  to  alHnn  himself  to 
be  i^m-hrun-tr,  a  person  famous  for  liis 
virtue  and  public  spirit*  upwards  nf  two 
thousand  years  af:o,  now  reliirued  to  life, 
afreeably  to  the  doctrine  of  the  inetempsy* 
chn>is.  Ill  the  lime  of  l^cw-heiin-te,  there 
was  another  hero  Kuan-fun-tMe^  now  wor¬ 
shipped  hy  the  Chinese  as  the  pal  of  war. 
This  person  is  said  to  have  appeared  several 


times  in  defeore  of  his  country.  The  psw 
pie  have  it  reported  auioof  them,  and  oiuj 
believe  it,  Ihiiit  he  appeared  lately  in  ilu 
heavens  with  a  red  and  aiif^ry  countenanse, 
and  terrified  the  rebels.  The  KovernmfM 
troops  came  forward  and  obtained  a  (tmt 
victory.  This  rebellion  is  attributed  to  Hu 
bad  iiitluenc4*  of  the  comet  which  apprarel 
in  ISIl.  Oo  l)cc.  9,  1SI3,  at  midni|[ht,  i 
lare^e  meteor  was  seen  iu  Cantoa,  which  ua 
ihou|(lit  ominous  of  ill.  This  belief  ofpla. 
iirtary  iiitiuence  on  the  afi'airs  of  men,  nMijf 
8<*rve  to  produce  the  effect  which  is  attn. 
billed  to  it,  hy  encourafcin;;  the  people  ts 
rebel,  who  arc  previously  disposed  to  doss. 
In  China,  there  exist  a  (|rrat  many  teem 
asi>ociutioas  of  the  people.  IhryceneraNj 
call  (henui'Ives  brotherhoods**’ and  takets 
lliemsi'lves  various  epithets,  as  Teen-k- 
//iri.’i^,Celrsiiai  Keason's  Association  t  TVm- 
Heaven  and  Karth  Association | 
Association  of  the  Thivs 
Fowers.  i.  c.  heaven,  earth,  and  man  ;  Pi. 

the  Association  of  the  \Vaff^ 
lily.  The  {^ovenuneat  calls  them  Keaou  fei, 
handitti  of  Keli|rioiiists.  They  do  nut  tear! 
any  religious  systrin,  hut  they  nerally  sa> 
crifico  or  drink  a  small  qii.niiity  of  racii 
other's  blood  when  they  take  the  oath  of 
lirotheriiood.  They  have,  like  the  Free, 
masons  of  F.urope,  secret  marks  by  whiHl 
they  are  known  lo  each  other.  Their  <ii> 
tensihic  object  is  to  defend  each  other's  pro* 
perty,  .’«.nd  revenue  each  other’s  wronut.  It 
is  s;iid  that  tlieir  property  is  always  teeurr, 
ami  that  they  can  travel  with  perfect  lafrtf 
at  all  times.  They  revenue  each  other’s 
wrongs  even  on  the  odicers  of  government. 
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nr.riMBrii,  ‘24. 

N  tlie  dre.idful  «torni  of  this  day,  a  vessel 
called  the  Coneentioo,  hound  from  Dub¬ 
lin  to  Wexford,  w:u  driven  Okhore,  and 
wrecked  at  iiallynefear,  near  Wexford 
harbour.  The  crew  t4>ok  their  boat,  and, 
with  the  exception  of  one  luao  drowned, 
reached  (he  vliore ;  but  they  left  beiiind 
them,  fastened  in  the  weaflwr  slirouds,  a 
mother  nod  daughter,  over  whom  the  sea 
beat  fiirion%ly,  ;iod  every  moment  threatened 
lo  tear  them  Irom  Ihii  their  lavt  refuge.  A 
poor  livhcrman,  named  Willian  Hanlon, 
saw  froei  Ihe  khore  their  dreadful  situation  ; 
be  eolleeted  •nine  of  the  boldest  of  kis  fel¬ 
lows,  who,  with  intiiiite  diOiciilty,  rowed 
him  towards  Ihe  wreck  now  lying  on  her 
tide,  ai)«l  coo<4equcntly  the  mast  along  the 
surface  of  the  sen.  ()n  the  utmost  point  of 
Ihe  m;««t  he  fastened  himself,  and  from 
Ihence  clambered  (o  the  body  of  the  vessel. 
Here  a  new  diffeulty  aro^e— the  contest 
between  (he  mother  and  daughter,  which 
should  first  attempt  to  land  :  U'vr  was  it 
rudfd  (ill  llirir  gnlSant  deliverer  assured 
(miw  Uut  he  would  rciuia  for  her  who 


should  remain.  He  first  bronghf  (o  the 
•horertiie  mother,  and,  scarcely  waiting  ts 
take  breath,  returned  for  the  daughter, 
whom  he  afterwards,  through  the  ireincDd* 
•ill  surge.  Landed  in  safety. 

Dkc.  ‘25,  One  of  the  Officers  of  Hasisf 
lIo^pilMl  being  dangeroui>ly  ill,  a  medirsl 
gentleman  who  was  attending  him  had  ores* 
»ion  about  two  o’clock  in  the  morning  ts 
send  the  nurse  from  Ihe  officer’s  house  lo  the 
di.vprnsary.  The  weather  .being  bad,  the 
nurse  wrapped  herself  round  with  a  piece  of 
red  baize,  with  which  she  covered,  in  part,! 
candle  and  lantern,  to  prevent  the  light  frod 
being  blown  onr,  as  the  wind  was  very 
high.  The  rays  of  light  issuing  from  Ihf 
red  covering,  to  the  imagination  of  a  srntrj 
at  a  distance,  she  appear* da  terrific  spec* 
tre ;  aud  ns  she  approached  him  hit  fear  w 
iurreasrd,  that  he  ran  from  his  post  will 
haste  to  ine  guard-home,  where,  in  abort 
half  an  hour,  he  expired! 

A  most  melancholy  occurrence  happened 
in  Handon,  it  being  Christmas  Day,  tiw 
Roman  Catiiol’ck  Chapel  was  tiniisuxUy 
crowed  with  persoosat  onrly  scrrice,  whn 
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.  afl  ulurm  wni  jc'iven  that  the  fjalle^y  wat 
.ivin^awnYt  the  frrntrtt  conYtrrnaiinn 
Md  coifwl'on  rmoed ;  numbers  wt*rp  »m» 
^  l^apifif  from  Ch^  fC*ll^ry  into  the  nisir,  nin! 
from  the*  windows  Into  the  street,  by  which 
many  were  aeferely  Injured  and  bruised, 
•lid  In  the  crush  in  coming  nut  of  the  house, 
»tx  persona  were  unfortunately  killed,  iind 
i  upwards  of  thirty  desijierntely  hurt.  What 
I  renders  this  ctrrumsiHnee  most  melancholy 
I  Is,  there  bein^  no  cause  for  (he  alarm,  hut 
I  the  fallintr  of  one  of  (he  irallery  forms. 

.  The  chapel  sufl'ered  material  injury  b>  tlie 
breakinz  of  windows,  doors,  milinfs,  t^r. 

Dec.  iiJ.  The  tide  In  the  Thames  was  re¬ 
markably  bich,  soon  nftrr  two  o'clock  (he 
ivater  flowed  over  the  piles  at  lUnckfriurs- 
bridfcet  the  wharfs  were  inundated,  and 
business  suspended  irnrint;  an  hour.  It  ruse 
so  hijjl*  at  the  temporary  bridge  by  the 
Strand-bridge,  as  to  leave  no  room  for 
boats  to  pa<s  through.  There  is  a  court  in 
Narrow-wall,  called  Limetree-cuurt,  con¬ 
taining  about  twenty  houses,  inhabited  by 
bard  working  people;  this  place  was  lni<l 
under  water.  The  inhabitants  were  wtished 
nut  of  the  ground  floor,  and  confined  to  (he 
first  story.  The  water  forced  through  the 
houses  above  (he  (ireen  Dragon  in  IVdlar's- 
arre.  with  rapidity,  and  made  the  w<ay  im¬ 
passible  ;  but  passengers  found  the  most  in¬ 
terruption  on  the  bank  by  Lambeth  palace. 
There  was  one  sheet  of  water' from  the  end 
of  HishopVwalk  to  I/ambe(h  church.  Wu- 
termed  attended  with  their  wherries,  and 
conveyed  persons  ncross  to  the  church. 
The  flood  extended  along  (he  bank  to  Vuux- 
kail. 

The  fall  of  water  has  been  very  great 
from  the  heights  of  Windsor;  part  of  the 
Park  is  flomled.  Two  fat  oxen  were  enr- 
rVd  down  (he  stream  through  (he  arches  of 
Windsor- bridge,  and,  the  current  being 
very  strong,  they  were  not  able  to  get  on 
shore  till  thi'y  came  to  a  mill  a  cnnsiderahle 
distance  down  the  river,  on  the  Lion  side, 
wlirre  they  were  got  out  safe. 

Jav.  If.  A  mrxst  ntlrocinns  robbery  was 
roMinitled  in  the  night,  at  Morninglon,  the 
•eat  of  James  Hruhazon,  JCsq.  w  ithin  three 
mile* of  Drogheda.  About  half-past  eight 
o’clock,  ns  Mr.  Krabazon  was  returning 
from  his  stables  to  his  house,  accompanied 
by  his  coachman,  several  armed  men,  who 
had  been  concealed  in  a  shrubbery,  rnShed 
•n  them,  knocked  them  down,  and  tied 
them :  they  then  proceeded  to  (he  hou«*e, 
^hen  they  entered  the  parlour  where  Mrs. 
Brabnzon  was,  robbed  her  of  her  watch, 
rings  and  trinkets,  and  then  dragged  Mr. 
Brahazon  into  the  house,  to  compel  him  to 
discover  where  his  money  nnd  arms  were. 
They  beat  him  with  the  butt  ends  of  their 
pi*tol«  in  the  most  savage  and  brntal  man¬ 
ner,  in  (he  face,  nnd  on  hit  breast,  kicking, 
treading  on  him,  and  holding  him  to  tl»e  bam 
®f  the  grate,  to  make  him  discover  money 
tkey  ivppoMsl  be  bad  concealed  \  tbcj  had 


before  (bat  brutal  treatment  got  above  (u« 
hundred  pounds  in  cash,  and  nhuve  four 
hundred  pounds  worth  i»f  plate.  They  re¬ 
mained  In  the  house  nearly  six  bners,  rioting, 
drinking,  and  firing  sitots.  I'itcre  were 
only  six  men  catered  the  house,  but  two 
parties,  or  gangs  of  four  or  five  each,  re- 
niained  outside,  one  party,  at  tlie  hack  «'n- 
trance,  and  another  at  the  front  door;  they 
were  all  armed  vri  I  h  pistols  nnd  brass  blun¬ 
derbusses.  They  n|tpearrd  to  he  of  lii# 
lowest  order,  and  (heir  rondnet  was  the 
most  brutal  nnd  savage,  pariieulaily  after 
they  had  taken  some  spirits,  wine,  ^c. 
The  house  was  well  armed. noil  prepared, 
hnt  (he  family  Witsinoot  uiifortimatrly  taken 
by  surprise;  the  attark  was  made  at  that 
very  early  hour.  The  gentlemuii  is  nearly 
eighty  years  of  age,  and  iito«t  highly  res¬ 
pected  by  all  liis  neighbours,  nnd  adored  by 
the  poor  on  his  extensive  r'siates,  yet  no  rltto 
or  trace  could  be  obtained  so  us  to  guido 
his  friends  to -the  haunts  of  (iic  p<  rpetratora 
of  til  is  outrage. 

Jan.  S.  I'he  follow ing  monliily  btilirtia 
of  His  Majesty's  health  was  exhibited  ul 
St.  James's:— 

“  Windsor  CastU  Jan,  7.  The  King's 
disorder  continues  unab.aled,  but  his  Maj«ni- 
(y  has  pn.H.sed  the  last  inontli  iii  a  very  (rau- 
qnil  state.** 

Three  houses,  those  of  a  tnllow-rhandler, 
a  tailor,  nnd  n  grocer,  adjoining  Nuithnuv- 
berland-houM*,  ('haring-Cross,  were  des¬ 
troyed  by  fire  on  Sunday  morning  but ;  to 
escape  the  flames,  which  broke  nut  between 
one  and  two,  an  old  l^ady  jnin^sed  from  a 
(wo  pair  of  stairs  window,  and  was  cuught 
on  a  featherbed,  a  young  man  alsojuinped 
from  a  first  floor,  but  fortunately  neither 
received  injury. 

Air.  and  Mrs.  Sheleay,  of  Bethnal  flrern, 
sent  out  in  (heir  garden  for  a  stick  of  liorso 
niddish,  and  Hie  servant  brought  in  a  root, 
called  pope’s  root,  which  exartly  reseinhlra 
horse  raddish,  nnd  unfortunately  was  ii-ed 
indend  of  it.  The  eonsequeurc  was,  (hat 
they  both  foiiiul  theinselves  very  ill  that 
evening,  nnd  (he  next  morning  on  sending 
fora  Medical  (ientirioaii,  he  declared  them 
both  to  be  dangerously  poisoned.  They 
remain  extremely  ill. 

Jan.  14.  Charles  Weller,  the  guard  of 
the  Swansea  mail,  was  tried  at  the  Old 
Ibiiley,  on  an  iinliclment,  charging  him, 
with  stealing  a  parcel  of  rouutry  hanlg 
antes,  the  pro|>erty  of  Messrs,  h'reeman  and 
Co.  b.'inkeix,  of  Newport,  in  the  county  of 
Monmouth.  The  facts  of  (he  case,  wert 
khorily  these; — On  the  Sd.  of  October  last, 
a  parcel  was  made  up  at  the  banking-house 
of  Messrs.  Foreman  nnd  Co.  containing  (be 
notes  specified  in  the  indictment,  whirb 
were  first  directed  to  Messrs.  Down  and  Co, 
and  nfierwardi  enclosed  in  a  box,  wliirli 
was  directed  to  M.  Fothergill,  at  Messrs. 
Shees,  in  Lawrence  Fount ney -lane.  The 
parcel  wai  received  at  directed,  but  ibe 
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notrswff*  likrn  ont.  The  rrmained 
iindiwo^rred  till  the  monih  of  NovemUrr 
Inil,  whon  Ihi*  pri'onfr  npjirrhcndrd, 

and  whilf*  in  rontinnn-nt  in  llir  ll.ni-rof 
CorrrfCion,  In*  confrised  that  he  h.idVom- 
miltcd  Ihr  rohbery,  and  had  ^ivrn  !hr  nolri 
to  an  old  woman  named  Hickman,  at  Tot- 
frrdnwn,  near  Ilri^tol,  and  afterwards 
bronchi  them  to  I/'ndon.  These  facts  were 
rlenrly  snb*taniiafed  by  evidence,  and  tl»e 
prisoner  found  (Juilty. 

The  same  day  J*isepli  Kinf^  was  indicted 
for  burj'lariously  breaking  nnd  entering 
the  dwelling-house  of  the  Hun.  Mnry 
Broderick,  with  intent  to'«teal.  The  pro- 
tecutrix  lives  in  Clrosvenor  place,  nnd  her 
hou»e  was  entered  on  the  night  of  the  lOlli 
of  November,  by  the  first  tloor  windows. 
The  hntler  being  alariued  by  a  nctise  got  up 
and  loaded  a  pistol,  after  which  he  went 
to  the  top  of  t!ie  stairs,  where  b»*si\v  the 
prisoner  looking  nt  the  clock,  w  ith  a  wax 
light  in  his  band,  tipon  which  he  disrhargeil 
bis  pistol  at  his. side.

VVliaess  then  heard  a 
wotse  like  persons  going  t)Ut  at  the  stjcet 
door.  The  watch'tieo  tlicti  came  up,  and 
traces  of  bl.)«>d  were  fottml  ir.on  the  p.is- 
»iage  into  (he  street.  'I'lte  prisoner  wa«  after¬ 
words  .nppnbendrd  at  Hir»ni*ighain.  arivl 
be  there  confessed  his  guilt,  -(inllty — Death. 

.Ian.  is.  between  one  and  (w’ooVlock,  in 
the  tnorningnn  alarining  fire  broke  out  in  tin* 
premises  of  Mr.  Smith,  l«M»h'’r-‘>eller,  in  the 
back  p.ait  of  (’ock-lane,  Smiililiidd,  wiiich 
Kornt^in  aftirions  and  r.ipid  manner,  and  S(»on 
comm^Miicnting  to  the  adjoining  htuisrs, 
created  moeh  alarm,  the  premises  in  that 
refghI)r)nr'iood  consisting  principally  nf 
old  wnojieii  bnildings.  rorfnnaiidy,  the 
rarly  arriv..l  of  the  \  .ti  ion«  engines  from  the 
dilTerent  tire-oFires  prevented  its  ravages  ex¬ 
tending  to  any  great  distance;  (tve  itotises 
were louv ever  entirely  de. I roye<l.  w  iin  neaily 
the  whole  of  (heir  contents.  Happily  no 
lives  w  err  lost. 

IS.  1'homas  Volt  was  tried  at  the  Old 
Bailey,  for  stealing  I  wo  conntcrpaiirs,  and 
w  variety  of  other  artirles,  the  property  of 
.lohn  Bishop.  Mary  Bishop,  the  wife  of 
John  Bishop,  steward  to  the  Marqnis  of 
Hertford,  deposed,  i!»at  she  let  the  house, 
No.  41,  H.ins-place,  .'^loane-street,  to  the 
prinoner,  nt  n  rent  of  2t)0  gninrus  per  an- 
rnm.  Thie  house  was  ready  furnished,  nnd 
the  prisoner  came  into  it  on  the  lltli  of 
October  last  In  n  short  time  after,  it  wa« 
suspected  that  the  prisoner  was  dispi»sing  of 
different  articles  which  bad  been  left  in  the 
house;  nnd,  on  enquiry,  this  suspicion  was 
well  founded.  Various  articles  were  dis¬ 
covered  to  have  been  pawned  in  the  neigh¬ 
bourhood.  These  articles  were  identified 
ns  the  property  of  John  Bishop.  Thi*  pri- 
•ooer  nddres  ed  the  Court  in  a  long  speech 
from  a  written  paper,  in  whicli  he  com- 
pl.iined  loudly  against  the  scurrilities  of 
Rcwsp.apcn,  represented  biaself  ai  a  des¬ 


cendant  of  an  ancient  and  honourable  fk. 
roily,  and  in<>i<ted  that  all  his  trnnsactinii 
amounted  only  to  simple  contract  drbtj, 
When  be  had  fini-hed  bis  har.ingue,  maw 
parts  of  which  were  plausible  nnd  ingenjl 
oils,  the  Jury  without  hesitation,  proimp*. 

The  Kecorder  then  said- 
“  I'risoner,  the  long  speerti  which  yon  h.ari 
just  made  only  servi***  to  convince  the  (\,uft, 
that  you  are  much  too  clever  a  man  to  be 
suffered  to  remain  in  (his  country.

mises  of  IMr.  Biggs, straw  bonnet  wareboucr, 
St,  P.inrs  Churcb-yard,  which  totally  d^ 
stroyed  that  and  an  adjoiniog  house,  an4 
partly  burnt  two  others.

('harles  Tilley,  a  little  boy  onlv  13  yran 
of  age.  were  convieied,  at  the  Old  Bnilry, 
of  -tealifjg  four  eoitoo  handkerclio*fs  in  i 
shop.  Iiappearrri  lliat,  on  (he  morningof 
the  (lay  on  w  hich  the  prisoners  comniilied  the

Init  the  oflicer,  Jobn<^on,  immediately 
brought  the  prisoner,  'Tilley,  into  the  shop, 
whom  Ire  took  at  the  door  w  ith  four  codoo 
handkerchiefs  in  lii»  po«^ses'iun,  which  Mrs. 
Pile  recognised  and  on  their  being  produced 
in  Court,  swore  were  her  property.  Oi 
the  olheer’s  searching  the  prisoners  in  the 
shop  of  the  Pnisecntrix,  no  money  him 
found  on  either  of  them.
